Parents, not TV, blamed for violence in children 


CHICAGO (AP) -It isn't the violence 


on television which creates violent 
children but the way their parents rear 
them, two child development experts 
say. 


However, they are critical of the pas- 


sivity involved in hour after hour of 
television viewing by children. 


They participated in a workshop at the 


annual meeting of the American As- 
sociation of Psychiatric Services for 
Children. Inc., meeting in Chicago over 
the weekend. 


One of them. Dr. Maria W. Piers. 


psychologist and dean of the Erikson 
Institute for Early Education in Chicago, 
said it is not television which makes 
young people violent, or keeps them 
from relating to others. It is the absence 
of other ingredients which make for a 
fulfilling life. 


The other, Joseph Palombo, social 


worker amMirector of the child therapy 
program at the Chicago Institute for 
Psychoanalysis, said children's per- 
sonalities are already developed before 
they are able to understand what is 
happening on the screen. 


Mrs. Piers said "violent people come 


in all shapes and sizes" but it does not 
matter what level of society they come 
from and they have the same things in 
common: 


-They lack the capacity for empathy, 


the ability to put themselves in another 
person's shoes. 
-They lack well developed skills that 


satisfy in and of themselves. That is. 
there are no activites, such as cooking or 
playing golf, which give them pleasure. 


-They lack imagination. 
She said the dangers of television are 


the frequency with which parents place 
children before the set to sit passively 
for hours and the facile solutions 
television offers to many problems. 


Palombo said children do not interact 


with television sets the way they interact 
with their parents, who are crucial in the 
development of children's consciences 
their ideals and values. 


"At best," he said, "television for 


children is like watching puppets that 
are not real." 


Slapstick humor, which has elements 


of violence, can teach children that 
humor is a socially acceptable way to 
deal with aggressive feelings, Palombo 
said. 


He spoke against allowing children to 


watch television for long periods 
because, he said, "there is little warmth 
-or empathy emanating from televison." 


Children watching a lot of television 


miss valuable human experiences, 
Palombo said, adding that the enforced 
passivity deprives children of oppor- 
tunities to express themselves. 
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Nixon defends himself 
in private, public life 


Facing questioners 


President Nixon answers one of the questions presented to 
him by a member of the Associated Press Managing Editors 
Association Saturday night at Disney World, Florida.

ORLANDO, Fla. (AP) -President 


Nixon told the nation Saturday night, 
"I'm not a crook," not in Watergate, in 
his personal finances or in any of the 
other charges of scandal that confront 
his administration. 


For more than an hour in a nationally 


televised appearance before The As- 
sociated Press Managing Editors As- 
sociation,- Nixon denied wrongdoing and 
said time and time again that he is 
telling the truth. 


And he vowed to work for as long as he 


is physically able at the job to which he 
was twice elected, and said he will strive 
"to restore confidence in the White 
House and in the President." 


"It is a big job, but I think it can be 


done, and I intend to do it," Nixon said. 


At another point, he said, "I want to be 


remembered as a President who did his 
best to bring peace...prosperity...a con- 
tribution in the energy field...the en- 
vironment field...and who did his best 
when his own campaign got out of hand 
to see that nobody else's campaign gets 
out of hand." 


Only briefly did the discussion turn. 


from the scandals to other matters, not- 
ably gasoline rationing which the 
President said he does not want im- 
posed. 


It was in a discussion of personal 


finances that Nixon made this dramatic 
statement, after specifically alerting his 
television audience to what was coming: 


"I've made my mistakes but in all my 


years of public life I have never profited 
from public service. I have earned every 
cent. And in all of my years of public life 
I have never obstructed justice. 


"People have got to know whether or 


not their President is a crook," he said. 
"Well, I'm not a crook. I earned 
everything I've got." 


The scene was the Ballroom of the 


Americas at a hotel at Disney World near 
Orlando. Nearly 400 newspaper editors 
were assembled there, and they asked 
the questions with their wives and 
children in the audience. 


So anxious was Nixon to address the 


various charges against his adminis- 
tration that he kept the session running 
overtime to deny accusations that 
dairymen got a milk-price increase in 


exchange for promises of campaign 
contributions. 


The President said he wanted to 


answer thai one. and *-hen the hour ran 
out, he told the television networks to 
keep him on while he did so. 


Nixon said congressional Democrats 


applied the real pressure for the dairy 
price increases, and that it was a "bad 
rap" to suggest impropriety on the part 
of the administration. 


-Disclosed fresh details of his per- 


sonal finances, saying he paid $79.000 in 
income taxes in 1969 but only nominal 
sums in 1970 and 1971 because of 
deductions for the donation of his vice 
presidential papers. He said all his in- 
vestments are in California and Florida 
real estate. 


—Gave his account of why two key 


Watergate conversations were not 
recorded, blaming it on inadequacies in 
the White House tape system which he 
said was not sophisticated. But he said 
other tapes and documents would prove 
h» had no advance knowledge of the 
Watergate burglary, that he never 
authorized an offer of executive 


clemency to anyone and turned it down 
when it was suggested, and that he did 
not know until March 21 of blackmail 
demands by a Watergate conspirator. 


-Said he told Asst. Atty. Gen. Henry 


E- Petersen that "national security 
matters were not matters that should be 
investigated" in the Watergate probe, 
lie. said "some very highly sensitive 
matters" were involved and that the 
Senate Watergate committee decided 
"they should not delve further into 
them." He gave no other details, but 
declared "where the national security 
would be disserved by having an inves- 
tigation, the President has the respon- 
sibility to protect it..." 


-Said he still believes that two of his 


former aides, H. R. Haldeman and John 
D. Ehrlichman, "will come out all 
right" in clearing charges. But, he said, 
'•unfortunately, they have already been 
convicted in the minds of millions of 
Americans by what happened before a 
Senate committee." 


-Acknowledged that the Secret Ser- 


vice had placed his brother. Donald^ 
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Kissinger's world-circling trip 
yielded variety of results 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Secretary of 


State Henry A. Kissinger's 12-day swing 
around the world produced at least one 
solid result: a stabilized cease-fire 
between Israel and Egypt so that 
prisoners cculd be exchanged. 


Beyond that, he brought the United 


States and mainland China a step or two 
closer together. And he may have cooled 
down Japan several degrees. 


Now that he is home he plans to report 


to Congress and the public, and to 
summon the major oil companies to try 
to assure a fair allocation of dwindling 
supplies from the Arab fields. He has 
already reported to President Nixon and 
reassured the Soviets that the China 
policy is not aimed at them. 


The initiative in the Middle East is to 


be maintained by fixing a date and place 
for the peace talks, although Kissinger 
feels that Israel can make no substantive 
move toward a settlement until after the 
national elections on Dec. 31. 


Both sides have been exchanging 


prisoners for three days under an 
agreement reached with Kissinger's 
help. The pact is also intended to lead to 
the first Middle East peace talks in 25 
years. 


The new China communique moves 


Washington and Peking closer to full 
diplomatic relations, expands trade and 
other contacts and may grease the skids 
for Chiang Kai-shek on Taiwan by 
recognizing that the concept of one China 
is for the Chinese alone to work outt _ . 


The document appears to anticipate 


visits to the United States by Premier 
Chou En-lai or other prominent Chinese 
leaders. Kissinger, who has been to 
Peking six times in 28 months, is 
unlikely to go so often in the future. 


The Japanese, depending on Arab 


sources for 40 per cent of their oil, have 


made the point that an early solution in 
the Middle East is imperative. But 
privately they are more realistic than in 
public. Kissinger's planned meeting 
with oil firms may ease the pressure. 
Also, the United States may take over 
supplying petroleum for the 64,000 
American forces stationed in Japan and 
Okinawa. 


This weekend there will be frequent 


consultation with Nixon, on Tuesday a 
closed session with the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee and a news 
conference late Tuesday or Wednesday. 


In the communique the United States 


joined with China to declare opposition 


to "efforts by any other country or group 
of countries" to establish hegemony in 
the Middle East, the Pacific or any other 
area. 


In a meeting Saturday with Soviet 


Ambassador Anatoly F. Dobrynin, Kis- 
singer reportedly told Moscow that the 
United States is not engaged in an anti- 
Soviet policy. 


Kissinger also met Saturday in the 


White House with Secretary of Defense 
James R. Schlesinger and other of- 
ficials. When he returned Friday night, 
he telephoned Nixon, who was in Key 
Biscayne. 
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ATHENS (AP) — The Greek capital 


fell silent Saturday night under a mar- 
tial-law curfew imposed after street 
clashes between soldiers and students 
left five dead and more than 300 injured. 


Restaurants and bars closed. Foreign 


tourists stayed in their hotels. All in- 
coming and outgoing airline flights were 
canceled at Athens airport. Traffic on 
Athens streets dropped to a trickle. 


Scores of buses with their tires slit and 


windows broken sat in the streets where 
they had been taken over by rioters and 
used as barricades. Litter covered most 
of the main avenues and fires smol- 
dered. Overturned cars blocked streets. 


President George Papadopoulos, 


strong man in the military-backed 
regime, said the bloody street fighting 
had created "a dangerously explosive 
situation." 


The uprising was the most serious 


challenge to his rule since he and a group 
of fellow colonels seized power in April 
1967 and suspended democracy- 


He told the nation in a brief radio 


address that the antigovernment 
demonstrations proved there was a 
"conspiracy against democracy and 
factors supporting normalization." 


Papadopoulos reinstated martial law 


and slapped the curfew on Athens after 
soldiers and police smashed their way 
into Athens Polytechnic Institute to quell 
student demonstrators demanding the 
overthrow of his government. 


The military intervention had been 


expected since antigovernment protests 
reached their peak Friday after a four- 
day sit-in at the Polytechnic Institute. 
Student demonstrations on and off 
campus had drawn more than 10,000 
each night, bringing Athens to a virtual 
standstill. 


Late Friday night, the students 


switched their demands from academic 
liberties. They began calling for 
overthrow of the regime, chanting an- 
ti-American slogans and demanding ex- 
pulsion of Americans and Greek 
withdrawal from the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization,. 


Their protests spread to the steets and 


riots flared in downtown Athens for six 
hours. In the early morning, soldiers 
behind tanks and armored personnel 
carriers crashed through a gate and 
ended the occupation of the institute. 


Three of the dead, police said, were 


students who attacked government 
buildings. A fourth was a young Egyp- 
tian girl shot hrough the heart during the 
height of the fighting near the Poly- 
technic, they added. Officers were una- 
ble to identify the fifth victim or explain 
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Oil shortage of 35 per cent seen if winter is extra cold

WASHINGTON (AP) - A congres- 


sional study of this winter's critical fuel 
supply situation predicts oil shortages 
could go as high as 35 per cent. 


A 35 per cent shortage would represent 


a 6.1-million-ban-el shortage of pet- 
roleum products each day. Total U.S. 
consumption is about 17 million barrels 
per day. 


The estimate arrived at by the Library 


of Congress is considerably greater than 
previous figures cited by Sen. Henry M. 
Jackson, D-Wash., who has predicted 
nationwide shortfalls ranging from 13 
to 24 per cent. Jackson is the author of 
emergency energy legislation expected 
to pass the Senate Monday that would 
authorize steps to cut the nation's energy 
consumption by 25 per cant. 


The Library of Congress study_for 


Congress was released Saturday by Kep. 
Les Aspin, D-Wis. The 35 per cent figure, 
the study said, was based on "an ex- 
ceptionally cold winter" and a con- 
tinuation of the Arab oil cutoff. 


The study said "it is unlikely that even 


an end to the Arab oil embargo and a 
relatively mild winter could reduce the 
shortage to 20 per cent or less." 


In other energy developments Sat- 


urday: 


-King Faisal of Saudia Arabia was. 


quoted by a Lebanese newspaper as 
saying the decision to continue the oil 
embargo is "irrevocable" until Israel 
"withdraws entirely from all Arab 
regions it conquered in 1967." 


-The Consumer Product Safety Com- 


mission reminded consumers that any 
attempts to hoard fuel could create 


serious household hazards. It said about 
25,000 persons were injured last year by 
liquid fuels, mainly from fires. 


The energy bill proposed by Jackson 


would give President Nixon most of the 
powers he says are needed to meet the 
crisis. 


According to Jackson, the economic 


repercussions of the anticipated shor- 
tages will have more of an impact than 
any of the inconveniences caused by 
energy conservation measures. 


The Senate adopted an amendment on 


Friday 
that 
would 
extend 


unemployment benefits to workers laid 
off by fuel shortages. 


Critics of the bill claim it only seeks to 


reduce demand and does little to 
increase supplies of oil. Sen. Dewey F. 
Bartlett, R-Okla., offered an amend- 
ment designed to stimulate domestic 


production by doing away with Phase 4 
controls on the price of oil and gasoline, 
but the measure was defeated by a iarge 
margin. 


Some of the energy-saving steps 


authorized by the Jackson bilf include 
gasoline rationing, reduced speed 
limits, lowered thermostats and shorter 
school days A Democratic attempt to 
force the President to order rationing by 
no later than Jan 15 failed by 12 votes 


An amendment by Sen Thomas j. 


Mclntyre, D-N.H , was adopted that 
would give the President power to ban 
the export of any refined petroleum 
product. Mclntyre said the amendment 
was aimed at a "few unscrupulous oil 
companies" that seek to avoid domestic 
price controls by sending scarce fuels 
abroad.

With the prospect of a iengthv series of 


amendments postponing acfcr on the

Senate passage is expected, but before 


the bill can go to the President it must

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Arab trade flows two ways 


Arab nations have cut off oil shipments to the United 


States with the avowed purpose of securing an economic 
hammer lock on the nation and dictating foreign policy. 


It is true that the shut-off of Arab oil will have a very great 


impact in the United States but indications are that the 
nation can survive. In a relatively short number of years the 
United States may attain a workable self-sufficiency in 
energy. 


In the meantime Arab leaders have forgotten that the 


pipeline they have shut off flows two ways. The trade route 
that carried oil to the United States also carries grain to the 
Mideast. 


And the United States can cut off the food for Arab armies 


as effectively as Arabs shut off oil. 


Presently the United States is the number one supplier of 


agricultural commodities to the Mideast. Alternate 
suppliers are Australia, the European Community and 
Canada. 


All these countries, like the United States, have been 


affected by decreased deliveries of oil or outright shut-offs. 
The Netherlands, faced with virtual embargo on oil ship- 
ments, is the principal European grain shipping center. 


Lebanon, Jordan, Sudan, Yemen and the Gaza Strip last 


year received food under U.S. aid programs. Egypt 
purchased $83 million in farm commodities from the United 
States and is expected to increase purchases in 1974. Syria, 
in recent months, bought 50,000 tons of Durum wheat and 
Iraq purchased 100,000 tons of U.S. wheat. 


Without that wheat substitute markets would have to be 


found and the Arab leaders are waging economic war on 
most suppliers except Warsaw Pact nations, the Soviet 
Union and People's Republic of China. 


It is unlikely that any of these nations will be able to 


export large grain supplies without sacrificing agricultural 
expansion programs that are vitally important to domestic 
policy. 


So the United States can use agriculture as a powerful 


foreign policy tool. 


Clayton Yuetter, an assistant secretary of agriculture, 


indirectly underlined such a possibility at a recent 
Washington 
State 
dairy 
meeting. 
"American 


agriculture...has moved directly into the mainstream of 
foreign policy." 


And he said, speaking generally, that retaliation is possi- 


ble in economic or trade warfare. "When there is conflict 
between nations, they tend to seek self-sufficiency, cutting 
off trade." 


This winter Americans may be chilly but Arabs could be 


hungry. 


A new look at Latin America 


Latin America has military coups, revolutionary 


guerrillas, socialist rebellions. It nationalizes United States 
industries and tends to let its own rich get richer and the 
poor fend for themselves. Sometimes it seems like a powder 
keg to the south of us. 


Yet, except when there is an earthquake or a landslide, 


Norte Americanos pay it little heed. 


Max Lerner, writing in the Saturday Review/World, sug- 


gests that we change our perspective and start paying it 
some attention other than "a source of profits, a market for 


- ~ 
products, and an area of capital investment." He recom- 
mends that we start hearing Latin Americans, that we study 
their histories, visit their ancient cities and realize that the 
"continuing cultural richness of a continent that produced 
the Mayan, Aztec and Inca civilizations. . .has not lost its 
creative thrust since." 


The trouble is that those civilizations were a long time 


ago. To North Americans, Latin America has been a 
continent of poor, illiterate Indians, rich descendants of the 
conquering Spanish and Portuguese, a stronghold of the 
conservative wing of the Roman Catholic Church and 
generally where governments stayed in power through 
wealth and the control of the army. 


Lerner points out that things have changed or are chang- 


ing. He lists as the two major influences now all over Latin 
America economic nationalism and the emergence of the 
military elite. 


But the nationalization of North American industry is not 


necessarily a move to uproot capitalism, Lerner writes. 
Instead he believes that Salvador Allende's big mistake in 
Chile that led to his downfall was "to threaten the indepen- 
dent classes — small. landowners, small entrepreneurs, 
shopkeepers, bus and truck owners, large Chilean (not 
foreign) firms, professional classes — with the spectre of 
state take-over." 
Venezuela has 
not challenged 


Venezuelan-owned corporations even though they are con- 
trolled by affluent and powerful Catholic families. The 
military rule in Peru may be scorned by many leftists but 
they have adopted the land reform programs and industrial 
control of the semi-Marxist APRA. 


Lerner infers that disillusion both with the industrialized 


state and Russian style Communism (as perpetuated in 
Cuba) has led to the thrust of the military. "The United 
States is not hated for \vhat she does but for what she is," he 
quotes John Mander, British Labourite and scholar of Latin 
American affairs. Since the envy, the distrust, the use of the 
United States as a scapegoat is likely to continue, relations 
may not be very good for some time. 


But Latin America today, even with many of its nations 


under military rule, is not the same. Oligarchies are gone, 
writers Lerner. Perhaps most influential has been the 
change in the Roman Catholic Church in the area. From a 
supporter of the powerful and rich, some of its leaders have 
been speaking out forcefully in-support of the deprived and 
even backing guerrilla movements. 


"The Latin American democracy of North America" is 


crippling, Lerner writes. So, too. is our concept of our 
southern neighbors.

Bart Starr day brings back memories

I was thinking emotionally last Sunday night. 


I enjoyed the Packer game for the first time 
since we beat the Jets in Milwaukee. I had the 
feeling that we were seeing the debut of a new 
winning quarterback, and I was thinking how 
appropriate Jerry Tagge's performance was on 
the day we were honoring Bart Starr. 


That thought may not last out the week until 


this sees the light of print. Tagge was not all 
that artistic. But I had the impression that he 
took over the job of leading the team out there, 
that he was in charge, that he was running 
things, except when the coaching staff sent in 
that play on the one-foot line which set us back 
to the six. 


And these thoughts came bubbling out that 


night when I chanced to tune in the 60-minute 
show, "A Man Named Lombards," on Channel 
5. And when the show got to that point where the 
Packers had won their first championship 
under Lombard! and were going into the first 
Super Bowl game, a brief memory came back 
so powerfully that I had to sit down and write it 
out. 


Bill Erickson was a linotype operator for The 


Post-Crescent and also a councilman in the City 
of Menasha. He came into my office one day and 
told me that the Menasha City Council had 
passed a resolution congratulating Lombard! 
and the Packers for winning the league cham- 
pionship and wishing them well in the Super 
Bowl. He asked me if I would deliver it to him in 
person. 


Lombard! lived in Allouez less than a half 


mile from my home in De Pere so I told Bill I 
would be glad to drop it off on my way home. 


But as it turned out, this was insanitary, and we 
had a mild blizzard during the day, and I had to 
wade through snowdrifts from the street to the 
Lombard! front door. 


The Lombardis were at home and Marie 


answered the door and asked me in. She said 
Vince was dressing, and from the bedroom wing 
I heard this buzzing noise, which she explained 
by saying that Vince was having trouble with 
his gums and he used this electric gum agitator 
twice a day. With that great toothy grin of his I 
had a mental picture of how he'd look in front of 
a mirror massaging his gums with an electric 
vibrator. 
, 


He put on a shirt and came out and in kind of 


an embarrassed semi-formal ceremony in his 
living room with only his wife as spectator I 
presented him with the framed embossed 
resolution from Menasha. And Vince accepted it 
with all the humility he would have shown if this 
were taking place in Lambeau Field. And then 
he begged me to sit down and stay a bit and 
have a drink. 


My wife and I had been to Italy the previous 


year and he and Marie had been there also, and 
we talked about places we had been and res- 
taurants in which we had eaten. I told him about 
an outdoor cafe which was on the corner of Via 
Lombard! and that I had taken a picture of the 
street sign which I would send to him. I was 
avoiding talking football, for obvious reasons. 


The-phone rang, and Marie answered, and it 


was for him. And he was out of the room for 
quite awhile and in the interim Marie told me 
how glad she was that I had dropped in because 
the tension of preparing for the first Super Bowl 


was greater than she had experienced with 
Vince in all of his <^K*»"g career. 


And when he came back into the room. I 


realized what she meant. "John," Vince said, 
"That was George Halas. He tdd me that we 
had to win this one for the entire National 
League. He said we had been playing profes- 
sional football since 1921. and we just had to win 
this first showdown with the American 
League." 


Vince went on to say that he had never 


experienced anything like this before. The 
Packers were not only representing Green Bay. 
they were representing every team that had 
played professional football since the days of 
Jim Thorpe and Brotfko Nagurski and Don 
Hutson. This was a game they simply could not 
lose. 


I couldn't change the subject from football 


then. He went off into his own world. He sat in 
his chair and became silent Marie and I talked 
a bit while he sat there. And I made my excuses 
about getting home to dinner and I left. 


I had the good fortune of seeing that first 


Super Bowl game in Los Angeles. And I watched 
the Lombard! philosophy gradually wear Kan- 
sas City down and blow them out of the 
Coliseum. 


It was a landmark game in the annals of 


professional football. It wasn't one team beating 
another team. It wasn't* your team beating the 
other guy's team. It was the triumph of the 
ideals of dedication, sacrifice, effort. It was 
good triumphing, not over evil, but just 
triumphing.

Nixon should let 
quiet dogmas lie 


From the time it was introduced, 


there was an air of unreality about the 
War Powers Resolution which the 
House and Senate have just successfully 
passed over President Nixon's veto. A 
number of my friends, notably Profes- 
sor Eugene V. Rostow of Yale, got quite 
distressed by the legislation, which they 
saw as curbing the inherent powers of 
the President in international affairs. 
Regrettably, (I dislike disagreeing with 
friends) unless one delves into motives 
and assumes it is an act of penance for 
Vietnam, I found nothing particularly 
disturbing about Sen. Javits' proposal. 
One could argue, I suppose, that it was 
a retroactive slap at President Johnson. 
But by my close reading, all the 
resolution does is require a Tonkin Gulf 
Resolution. 


I have alluded here before to the 


Congress' devious efforts to demons- 
trate that the war in Vietnam was con- 
ducted behind its back, that a sneaky 
President —who never communicated 
with Congress —went wandering off into 
the world with half a million troops and 
no authorization. The spectacle of 
Senators and Representatives portray- 
ing themselves as dupes and dummies 
is a bit amusing, but in fact Lyndon 
Johnson went to inordinate lengths to 
keep key members of Congress in- 
formed. Just about every time a major 
administration figure went to Vietnam 
for the ritualized "inspection trips," he 
was on return shipped off to the Hill to 
brief the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee. 
; 


Not yet declassified 


The hearings —involving such men as 


Secretary McNamara, General Maxwell 
Taylor, Ambassador Henry Cabot 
Lodge, Assistant Secretary of State 
William Bundy —were held in execu- 
tive, that is, secret session. If the hear- 
ings were declassified the record would 
clearly indicate that the distinguished 
members of that committee were 
hardly kept in the dark about our 
problems. Since that would destroy the 
myth, carefully cultivated by Senator 
Fulbright among others, that the Senate 
was tricked, trapped and bamboozled, 
the hearings have not been declassified. 


Instead we have a War Powers 


Resolution which, after a certain 
amount of turgid prose, requires that 
"in every possible instance" the 
President shall consult with Congress 
before he introduces U.S. forces and 
shall "consult regularly" so long as our 
forces are involved. Then we get to the 
nub of the matter: within 48 hours after 
he has introduced troops or otherwise 
involved the United States in military 
action, the President must submit to the 
Speaker of the House and the President 
pro tempore of the Senate a report "in 
writing" setting out the justification for 
his decision. 


Then, after a lot of Mickey Mouse 


stuff about how things shall be handled 
if Congress is not in session — all 
founded on the premise that the 
President of the United States is either 
a scoundrel or a nit-wit —we get to the 
procedure: the President shall cease his 
armed forays after 60 days (90 in limit- 
ed circumstances) unless Congress has 


declared war or "has extended by law" 
the 60-day period, or is "physically 
unable to meet." If Congress later 
changes its mind, it can by concurrent 
resolution (not subject to veto) tell the 
President to bring the boys home. There 
is a lot more, but it doesn't add much-. 


Johnson and Tonkin 


Now, as I noted, the resolution does 


by implication put the leather to 
Presidents Johnson and Nixon, but I' 
really don't understand why the latter 
made such a fuss over it. Indeed, as m 
other areas of policy, the Administra- 
tion's vehement opposition gave this 
essentially harmless exercise all sorts 
of publicity. The Tonkin Gulf Resolu- 
tion, for example, contained a provision 
that it could be repealed by concurrent 
resolution. President Johnson once 
asked me if I thought this was consti- 
tutional. I told him it was a fine point, 
but the wisest thing to do was let sleep- 
ing dogmas lie. He agreed. 


The basic proposition that led me to 


endorse the Javits proposal was not 
legal but political. The war power is 
constitutionally shared by the President 
and Congress, and I see no reason why a 
President who commits the armed 
forces should not be required to justify 
his action. I cannot conceive of 
Congress 
rejecting 
a 
proposal: 


Congressmen in times of crises tend, in 
my experience, to make the President 
look like a pacifist. What this proposal 
does is make it impossible for Congress 
in the future to take a furtive dive if the 
going gets rough, a splendid notion.

WASHINGTON (AP) -It began with 


a triumph mocked by snowflakes, a 
bitter, driving storm which would have 
closed the town any other night. But the 
aging Knights of Camelot remember it 
with a glow as warm as the toasts they 
pour to what is left of their legend. 


For them, John F. Kennedy's 


inaugural represented not only the start, 
but the essence, of a stewardship that 
lasted 1,065 days. The young president, 
bareheaded in the cold, savored the 
ceremony, the festivity, the adventure to 
the last and each interim moment. And 
at the end of the whirlwind he stood alone 
at the White House door, perhaps 
feeling, for the first time, the splendid 
isolation of his office. 


But not all that much isolation. 


Though there are few who claim really to 
have known John Kennedy, it was part 
and parcel of his glamor that he at- 
tracted people. "The best and the 
brightest," writer David Halberstam 
called them. The young president at- 
tracted them —and more. He summoned 
them, not so much to do the com- 
mander's bidding, it seemed, but to 
share in the experience. 


What of men of Camelot? 


What of Camelot? and what of the men 


who made it? 


Did their experience, sweet then bit- 


ter, leave any lasting marks? What are 
their whereabouts? Their successes? 
Their failures? Have they heeded John 
Fitzgerald Kennedy's summons —the 
summons to public life that he surely 
hoped would live on? ... 


It is one of the memories that widow 


Jacqueline is still eager to share. Long 
before he was president, she has said, 
her husband would admonish his 
audiences "over and over again that the 
Greek word for idiot meant someone who 
took no interest in the affairs of his 
state." And with all that America may 
have forgotten about him, we are so 
easily and often reminded to "Ask not 
what your country..." 


At the top, the president surrounded 


himself with both friends and strangers. 
He had never met Robert McNamara 
before he asked the Ford Motor Co. 
executive —a Republican, at that —to be 
his secretary of defense. Another 
Republican, Douglas Dillon, he had seen 
only once. Dillon became secretary of 
the treasury. 


A third, McGeorge Bundy of Harvard, 


became Kennedy's top foreign affairs 
adviser at the White House, with 
Democrat Walt Whitman Rostow as his 
deputy. Adlai Stevenson yearned to end 
his career as secretary of state, but 
Kennedy chose instead another man he 
hadn't known, Dean Rusk. 


Then, the Irish Mafia: the inner circle 


upon which the brothers Kennedy —not- 
ably excluding Ted — pinioned their 
political fortunes. 


There was Dave Powers, the 


president's story-telling friend whom he 
called his "other wife," an unassuming 
man of wit and down-home politics. 


And Larry O'Brien, Kennedy's 


legislative liaison and an old Mas- 
sachusetts hand who built a reputation 
as a political Merlin on sheer method 
and sweat. 


Ted Sorenson, the man who framed so 


many of the Kennedy speeches; tough, 
shrewd, a lawyer and drafter of laws. 


Arthur Schlesinger, the chief link to 


academia, a Harvard historian who won 
a Pulitzer prize for his study of Andrew 
Jackson and would win another for his 
study of John Kennedy. 


Peace Corps headed 


by Shriver 


There was R. Sargent Shriver, the 


energetic brother-in-law who would 
make the Peace Corps —even if it was 
Hubert Humphrey's idea —one of the 
administration's most cherished 
legacies. 


Kennedy P. O'Donnell, the appoint- 


ments secretary and an early veteran of 
the shoe leather days in Massachusetts. 
Chief of staff Fred Dugan, Press Secret- 
ary Pierre Salinger and, of course, 
brother Robert, the attorney general. 


Too, there were the party men, those 


who gave the Kennedy government a 
geographical and philosophical spread 
and whose appointments helped to pay 
the political bills. Gov. Orviile Freeman 
of Minnesota as agriculture secretary, 
Gov. Luther Rodges of North Carolina at 
commerce, Abraham Ribicoff of Con- 
necticut at HEW. Rep. Stewart Udall of 
Arizona was the West's choice as interior 
secretary, and Arthur J. Goldberg, 
general counsel to the AFL-CIO, labor 
secretary- 


Even Vice President Lyndon Johnson 


was impressed. Johnson's excitement 
was widely shared. Journalists found 
angles in the number of Rhodes scholars 
who had come on board, in counting the 
books they had written, the Ivy diplomas 
they held. The Kennedy Man was por- 
trayed as tough mentally, and physically 
as well. They climbed mountains, ran 
the whitest rapids and played handball 
and, naturally, touch football. 


Then Dallas, Nov. 22, 1963. Lyndon 


Johnson. Indochina. The assassination 
of Robert Kennedy. Chicago. The elec- 
tion of Richard M. Nixon. 


A decade. And where are the Knights 


of Camelot? 


Larry O'Brien is in his apartment, at 


Washington's Sheraton Park Hotel. He 
greets his visitor in shirtsleeves, an 
unknotted tie —the usual Countess Mara 
—dangling from his collar. 


His once-red hair is gray now. He 


orders the morning's first cup of coffee 
at 10 a.m. and sets out the day's ration 
of cigarettes, two packs of Rents. It used 
to be five packs of Pall Malls, sometimes 
six, and the first would have been 
smoked by 8 a.m. He is busy, he says, on 
his book, and he has those Democratic 
party lawsuits tied to the Watergate 
bugging to tend to. 


"I was with them both, you know," he 


says. "I guess the only one who was with

them both." He doesn't explain. He 
doesn't have to. He was in Dallas when 
John Kennedy was shot; in Los Angeles 
when Robert was shot. 


Then a synopsis of his more than 20 


years in political life, starting with John 
in 1952. Some minor horrors, as well as 
the deathly ones: looking out on the 
tumultuous streets of Chicago as Hubert 
Humphrey sought his help in 1968; a 
business venture which failed in 1969; an 
"unreal" on-and-off campaign with 
George McGovern. The book —which, 
after five years, is still unfinished- 


He speaks of John Kennedy. 
"I considered him the most outstand- 


ing man I ever met. He was a leader. I 
guess the one word for him is courage. 
No, I think guts is a better word. 


"You know, 1 was never sure what 


Camelot was. Sure, you had a spirit and 
attitude that grew after he was elected, 
and I think he would have gotten a 
tremendous mandate to carry on. But I 
was bothered that we went through two 
or three years of building monuments. 
We need to remember that he was flesh 
and blood. Look, here we are talking 


about Camelot, and once again this 
country is crying out for leadership." 


Not that O'Brien sees himself or the 


others joining hands again, as some 
predict they will, with the last Kennedy 
brother, Edward. "Oh, I suppose Pierre 
Salinger and Sorenson are available," 
he says. "But is there a Kennedy circle 
left? I guess not." 


Mac Bundy was, in 1966, elected 


president of the Ford Foundation, where 
he still serves at a salary three times 
what he got at the White House. He 
stayed with Lyndon Johnson until the 
Vietnam war was in full swing. A 
newsmen who tries without success to 
reach him for a discussion of those years 
is reminded of a remark by Bundy's 
friend, Yale President Kingman 
Brewster: "Mac will spend the rest of 
his life trying to justify Vietnam." 


As for McNamara, he is comfortably 


ensconced —when he's in town —in the 
glass and polished steel of the World 
Bank. As president there he earns 
$50,000 net per year and generally stays 
out of the public eye. He'll observe the 
anniversary of John Kennedy's death, 
said his secretary, "somewhere out of 
the country. He's on holiday." 


Rusk and Rostow, who like Bundy and 


McNamara stayed with Johnson through 
the darkest days of the Vietnam war, 
have returned to academic life, Rusk at 
the University of Georgia, Rostow at the 
LBJ school at the University of Texas. 


Ribicoff a Senator 


Others who stood at the fringe of 


Kennedy's inner circle have also re- 
turned to lives and professions akin to 
their preCamelot days. Douglas Dillon is 
back at his New York investment firm, 
Luther Hodges has a host of corporate 
interests in North Carolina. Abe Ribicoff 
won a seat in the Senate. Udall stayed in 
Washington to work for conservation 
groups and is much in demand as a 
speaker on that topic. 


But the men of the Irish Mafia, like 


O'Brien, have known professional and 
personal turbulence even beyond what 
seems to be the norm for politicans these 
days. For them the John Kennedy magic 
didn't work without John Kennedy. 


Pierre Salinger, for example, left the 


White House in 1964 and became, by 
appointment, a senator from California. 
When he ran for the job, sweeping to the 
nomination with characteristic energy 
and flamboyance, he lost the general 
election — while other Democrats, 
including Johnson, were rolling to their 
biggest landslide since 1936. Republican 
actor George Murphy was the winner. 


Salinger, $100,000 in debt, then tried 


the business world. 


Now, his calling card reads "Grand 


Reporter," a title bestowed upon him by 
the Paris magazine L'Express.

Nixon efforts fail to 
satisfy GOP skeptics 


WASHINGTON (AP) -President 


Nixon's fence-mending operation has 
drawn some praise but has failed to 
satisfy many Republican skeptics in the 
House and Senate. 


Interviews with GOP lawmakers also 


indicate a new furor over reports that 
Nixon attacked the credibility of former 
Atty. Gen. Elliot L. Richardson and 
former Watergate prosecutor Archibald 
Cox. 


A major unanswered question is how 


much Nixon's meetings last week with 
members of Congress, mainly 
Republican, has helped him with the 
American public. 


Various Republicans said his effort to 


get public support was as important as 
his persuasion of Congress, which might 
have to decide if he should be im- 
peached. 


The sharpest attack of the Nixon effort 


came from House Democratic Leader 
Thomas P. O'Neill Jr., D-Mass. He ac-

cused the President of seeking "to curry 
favor with his prospective grand 
jurors." 


Republican reaction ranged from 


statements that nothing was solved to 
enthusiastic support. 


"It was as convincing as any of the 


affairs has been," said a liberal House 
Republican, Rep. Gilbert Gude. 


"It's not clear that he's going to make 


a full disclosure," said longtime Nixon 
critic Paul N. (Pete) McCloskey of 
California. 


A prominent conservative GOP senat- 


or said he would not reply on the recoro 
to a question about whether he was en- 
couraged by his session. "I'm doing my 
best to help this guy through his troub- 
les," he replied, "and I don't want to say 
anything to hurt him." 


Rep. Joel Broyhill, R-Va., went to the 


White House Thursday morning, then 
stunned an audience that night by 
declaring that, while he thinks Nixon is 
on the right track, the President should 
resign or face impeachment if he fails to 
restore public confidence in his ad- 
ministration. 


Others came out of the White House 


more encouraged that Nixon could 
clear the cloud over his administration. 


"I came out of the meeting a lot more 


comfortable than when I went in," said 
Rep. E. G. Shuster, R-Pa., Friday, not- 
ing he had said earlier "we're on the 


road to impeachment." Shuster has also 
called for disbarment of Cox for 
allegedly leaking some documents in 
the Watergate probe. 


On Thursday, Rep. Dan Kuykendall, 


R-Tenn., said everyone at that meeting 
said "I wish 10 reporters had been 
there" to see what the congressman 
called "the candor, the obvious 
straight-forward 
honesty of his 


answers." 


The week's biggest tempest resulted 


from the discussion of Richardson at 
meetings with senators Tuesday and 
Wednesday night. 


Several senators said that Nixon flatly 


accused Richardson of lying under oath 
when he told the Senate Judiciary 
Committee his side of the events leading 
up to his own resignation and the firing 
of Cox. The White House denied that 
Nixon called Richardson a liar. 


Richardson had said that he opposed 


the effort to limit Cox's efforts to go to 
court for other tapes, records and 
memoranda. Haig disputed that and was 
reported to have said that the former 
attorney general even proposed the 
restriction. 


Richardson, in response, stuck to his 


sworn testimony that he had always been 
against the effort to limit the Cox probe.

"Cox changed his mind on Friday 


night because of lack of confidence in 
Sen. Stennis," Whalen quoted Nixon as 
saying. "We did not know until Saturday 
he had changed his mind. 


Cox, who had made clear his opposit- 


ion to the compromise immediately 
after Nixon announced the proposed 
compromise Friday Oct. 19, said he had 
never questioned Stennis' integrity. 


Pioneer past first four 
moons on way to Jupiter 


MOUNTAIN VIEW, Calif.(AP) -The 


Jupiter-bound Pioneer 10 spacecraft is 
firmly in the grip of the enormous 
planet's gravity and has passed the first 
four of its 12 moons, scientists reported 
Saturday. 


The unmanned craft — hurtling 


flawlessly toward a Dec. 3 rendezvous 
with the orange and blue-striped planet 
— has transmitted 10 photographs of 
Jupiter from a distance of more than 10 
million miles, said scientists at the Nat- 
ional Aeronautics and Space Adminis- 
tration Ames' Research Center here. 


These photographs show various feat- 


ures with the morning twilight side of the 
planet's disc markedly dimmer than the 
high-noon side —an effect never seen 
from earth, said Ames information of- 
ficer Pete Waller. He said that no matter 
where the earth is in orbit, this side view 
angle cannot be achieved. 


The spacecraft is traveling 21,000 


miles per hour and over the next two 
weeks will reach a velocity of 80,000 
miles per hour —the highest speed ever 


achieved by a manmade object, Waller 
said. 


Pioneer 10, which blasted off on its 


historic journey in March, 1972, now is 
470 million miles from earth and eight 
million miles.from Jupiter, Waller said. 


After passing Jupiter, the craft is ex- 


pected to continue its travels out of the 
solar system, remaining in intermittent 
contact with earth for several years. The

headquartered at Ames has completed 
12 days of encounter operations, Waller 
said. Controllers have just changed 
Pioneer 10's orders from gathering in- 
terplanetary data to collecting Jupiter- 
related data on high energy particles. 


The craft has completed crossing the 


orbits of Jupiter's outer four moons — 
Hades, Poseidon, Pan and Andrastea 
Thursday, Waller said. 


Some scientists believe there may be 


life on the giant planet, which contains 
more than two-thirds of all material in 
the solar system, excluding the sun.

Wisconsin Michigan Power Co., one of 


the major energy providers in the Fox 
Valley area, has enough electrical 
energy and natural gas to serve existing 
customers and those added through a 
normal amount of expansion throughout 
the winter season, spokesmen for the 
company assured last week. 


They also expressed confidence about 


the long-range prospects for energy 
availability in the area, but cautioned 
that decisions in Washington could affect 
the area, despite its solid electrical and 
natural gas position. 


This is not to suggest that there isn't an 


energy crisis sn this nation and a growing 
shortage of petroleum products, par- 


ticularly fuel oil. And in certain other 
parts of the country, there are natural 
gas and electrical energy problems, the 
Wisconsin Michigan Power spokesmen 
pointed out- 


Seeking to allay some local concern 


created by publicity about the energy 
crisis were J.K. Babbitt, vice president 
and general manager; Karle Naggs, 
director of customer relations, and 
Joseph Schrank, manager. 


They discussed their power sources for 


electrical energy production and 
expressed confidence in the company 
through which their customers are 
supplied natural gas, the Michigan Wis- 
consin Pipeline Co., Detroit, Mich- 


Babbitt explained that Wisconsin

Michigan Power and its parent firm, 
Wisconsin Electric Power Co., Mil- 
waukee, and the three Wisconsin firms 
owning the Kewaunee nuclear power 
plant, plus one Upper Michigan firm, are 
all part of electrical energy group called 
Wisconsin Upper Michigan Systems 
(WUMS). an operational cooperation 
pact and vehcile for energy exchange. 


And WUMS members are part of a 


larger 
cooperation 
Network 


(MAIN) group called Mid-American In- 
terpool including firms in Illinois. In- 
diana, part of Missouri and Wisconsin. 


Babbitt said that WUMS has a 36 per 


cent electrical energy reserve capacity 
and MAIN nearly that amount. Twenty 
per cent is considered satisfactory, he 
said. 


In addition, he said, the Kewaunee and 


Point Beach nuclear power plants will be 
producing 1.5 million kilowatts of elec- 
trical energy, a major portion of the 
needs of the WUMS area. Wisconsin 
Michigan and Wisconsin Electric's two 
Point Beach nuclear units are licensed 
and operative, and the Kewaunee unit 
should be early next year. 


Babbitt also said that Wisconsin 


Michigan relies also on 16 hydro-plants 
for electrical energy while Wisconsin 
Electric relies mainly on coal. Only 
about 1 to 2 per cent of the two's electrical 
energy is produced by oil, and that is all 
at Wisconsin Electric. 


But, he added that the companies also 


are in accord with the President and 
governor's efforts for conservation of 
energy. Wisconsin Michigan Power has 


developed a publicity campaign urging 
consumer conservation of energy. 


It also has hired a retired Kimberly 


Clark Corp. energy conservation expert, 
Richard Nelson, to serve as a consultant 
to Wisconsin Michigan Power's cus- 
tomers. 


Schrank outlined the natural gas sup- 


ply situation and praised the supplier 
company, Michigan Wisconsin Pipe Line 
. for its unique and farsighted move 
toward developing storage for its gas 
more than 20 years ago. Other gas com- 
panies are just beginning such a prac- 
tice. 


The storage is the key to having an 


adequate supply this coming winter and 
every winter, he said. From April 1 to 
Nov. 1, the company stores unused gas, 
and then uses that stored gas to meet 
heavy winter demands. On the coldest 
day, "it doesn't require more than half 
that day's gas to come from reserves, he 
added. The gas is stored in a compressed 
state. 


Schrank said Michigan Wisconsin 


Pipe Line, which is a subsidary of 
American Natural Gas Systems, has two 
subsidiaries in the distributing business 
so it makes a special effort to keep up its 
supply to all distributors, including Wis- 
consin Michigan Power. 


Michigan Wisconsin Pipe Line brings 


gas to the region from the Manitoba area 
of Canada, the Oklahoma-Arkansas 
area, and the Gulf of Mexico off 
Louisiana, the latter being the newest 
gas source for the company. The gas is 
continually pumped from the three loca- 
tions into what is, in effect, a common 


pool of pipes serving the Wisconsin and 
Michigan areas. 


Schrank noted that the average person 


uses 85 per cent of his or her natural gas 
supply during the cold weather months. 
The constant supply, and subsequent 
storage, assuring adequate winter gas 
amounts. 


Schrank said also that Wisconsin 


Michigan Power's gas suppliers also 
were farsighted in acquiring substantial 
area for more gas collection. 


The American Gas Association has 


warned that the demand for natural gas • 
has risen sharply in recent years, and 
discoveries have not kept pace and 
supplies are limited. Certain parts of the 
nation are in trouble. 


Schrank acknowledged this, and said 


that the search for more natural gas is 
vital to the nation. He estimated that na- 
tural gas might be flowing from the 
Alaska pipeline by about I960, assuming 
the pipeline is constructed and oil 
begins flowing by about 1975. 


Natural gas occasionally is found 


alone, but more often is found under the 
oil reserves, acting as a pump to bring 
the oil to the surface. And so oil is taken 
first, he said. 


Also, Schrank said, synthetic gases 


will be relied on for a portion of the future 
supply, perhaps about 10 per cent. He 
said an example was coal gasification, a 
process now being used in some 
European countries.

Generators use little fuel 


Americans are beimg asked to turn 


down the thermostat to conserve fuel 
and to reduce their consumption elec- 
tricity so that power generating plants, 
in turn, can cut their use of gas and oil. 


In many parts of the country, par- 


ticularly in the northeast, the potential 
for a power shortage is critical. 
However, in the Fox Valley electric 
utilities say they can generate all of the 
power needed. 


The comparatively good position 


power companies here are in is because 
they rely very little on oil or gas for fuel to 
generate electricity. 


Wisconsin Michigan Power Co., which 


serves the most customers in the Fox 
Cities area, gets most of its power from 
its nuclear generating plant at Two 
Creeks on Lake Michigan. The firm also 
has hydroelectric generating stations. 


A company spokesman said diesel 


driven generators are used during peak 
demand periods, but this usually occurs 
during the summer when air condi- 
tioners get heavy use. 


Wisconsin Public Service Corporation 


at the present time relies mainly on 
coal-fired steam generating plants and 
hydroelectric plants with diesel genera- 
tors used during peak loads. A utility 
spokesman said their use of- oil is 
minimal. Wisconsin Public Service also 


expects to receive its license shortly 
from the Atomic Energy Commission to 
start up its nuclear generating plant at 
Kewaunee which will almost eliminate 
its reliance on fossil fuels. 


The Menasha Municipal Utility uses 


coal-fired steam generators exclusively, 
with diesel standby units. The utility 
reports no shortage of coal. 


Kaukauna's is the only area electric 


utility that relies on oil as its major fuel. 
However, Kaukauna is interconnected 
with Menasha and can also obtain power 
from WMPCO in the event of fuel 
problems.

Kennedy was guilty of holding out too 
much hope for America, while offering 
too little reality. But that, he says, 
misses "the whole point of the Kennedy 
years. What Kennedy did. after a sad 
decade of quiescence in American life, 
was to make legitimate both the 
generous and the mordant energies in 
American society. For a brief time, he 
enabled Americans to respect and trust 
their government ... and he gave in- 
dividual citizens a sense of their own 
power and obligation in the political 
process. We will have to get back to all 
that in time." 


Sorenson is another who tried to win 


office on his own. running in New York 
for the seat held by the assassinated Sen. 
Robert F. Kennedy. He ran third in the 
primary. It was an expensive defeat. 
Now, though his law practice is thriving, 
"I'm saddened enough by my previous 
experience to doubt" that he would ever 
run again. 


O'Donnell. the master of Kennedy's 


political back rooms in the early days, 
was another who couldn't sell himself to 
the voters. He tried for the Mas- 
sachusetts governorship twice, in 1966 
and 1970, and both times failed to get 
through the primaries.

Perhaps the most fitting — if bitter- 


sweet —fate belongs to Powers. He was 
closer to President Kennedy during the 
White House years than perhaps any 
other man. sharing his hopes along with 
his anger. 


Now, he is the curator of the yet un- 


built Kennedy Library. He strolls the 
aisles of a huge government warehouse 
in Waltham. Mass.. arranging and cat- 
aloguing the memorabilia and telling 
visitors the story that goes with each 
item. There are some 10.657 of these, 
ranging from carved elephant tusks to 
shillelagh sticks, and Powers, a man 
with a near-photographic memory, 
knows the dates and circumstances for 
them all. 


The most meaningful of them all, he 


says, is the coconut shell along Aisle 1 
It bears the SOS message Kennedy sent 
from the island of Nauro after PT 109 
was split in half by a Japanese des- 
troyer: Native knows posit he can pilot 
11 alive need small boat Kennedy.

Out-of-court 'best' 
for settlement of 
dirty tricks suit

MADISON —A ranking member of the 


state Democratic Party said Saturday 
that he may have to vote against the 
wishes of the party delegates and support 
an out-of-court settlement with the Com- 
mittee to Re-elect the President. 


Donald Peterson, Eau Claire, one of 


the state representatives on the 
Democratic National Committee, told 
the state's administrative committee 
that he would need more flexibility 
because of the many changes that have 
taken place since the state convention in 
June. 


At that time, party delegates approved 


a resolution going on record as demand- 
ing a full and complete trial in its civil 
suit rather than an out-of-court 
settlement. 


"An out-of-court settlement may be 


the best thing to do," Peterson told the 
committee. "If we take an arbitrary- 
stand that we must go to court, we might 
find out that there is no money left at 
all." 


The Democratic party is suing the 


committee to re-elect the President for 
alleged actions during the 1972 presiden- 
tial campaign which Democrats claimed 
hindered their campaign effort. 


Many of these actions, or dirty tricks, 


have since been exposed by the Senate 
Watergate Committee. 


Peterson pointed out that it may be 


possible for the National Democratic 
Party to receive $500,000 from the Com- 
mittee to Re-elect the President in an 
out-of-court settlement. 


State party chairman William Gerrard 


agreed with Peterson's viewpoint and 
told the committee that the best course 
would be to allow National Party Chair- 
man Robert Strauss to take whatever 
course he thought necessary. 


"Let the chairman use his best judg- 


ment," Gerrard said. "We have to 
realize that we have campaigns next year 
and we have to have money to support our 
candidates. It's nice to say we should 
take them to court but let's not forget we 
have elections to win and S500.000 would 
help." 


The feeling was not unanimous, 


however. Michael Bullock a member at 
large from Madison, said an out-of-court 
settlement would get President Nixon off 
the hook. 


"Nixon could use the settlement to his 


advantage," Bullock argued. "He could 
say, 'see, the Democrats are satisfied so 


why doesn't the press forget about Wa- 
tergate?' " 


Larry Gram of Madison supported Pe- 


terson and pointed out that the situation 
facing the Democrats now is much 
different than it was in June. 


"At that time," Gram said, "we were 


afraid of a coverup. Now I think we can 
safely say that there isn't aiymore 
coverup and that the tricks have been 
exposed." 


The administrative committee took no 


action and while the June resolution still 
stands, Peterson acknowledged later 
that he read Saturday's action as a clear 
indication that he was free to vote 
differently than the resolution ordered.

scale. For example, Brillion Iron Works 
sells small-engine hulls to Lauson En- 
gine Division of Tecumseh Products Co. 
and Kohler Co.; Kohler sells engines to 
Ariens Co., and Chilton Metal Products 
Co. sells stampings to Lauson and 
Ariens. 


Industries in the primarily rural 


county of about 27,000 people have turned 
to the urbanized counties around it for 
years to provide at least part of its labor 
force. And it will have to continue to, said 
BaTcer, although the competition is 
keener than ever for those people. 


For example, he said, people in the 


Appleton area generally are more 
inclined to drive five miles to work at the 
Neenah Foundry Co. than 21 miles to the 
Brillion Iron Works. And those in 
Sheboygan County aren't far from 
Kohler Co. 


Industries in Calumet have made some 


effort to provide housing for workers, but 
there is no way they can keep up with 
their employment growth. One source of 
workers might be the Milwaukee area 
where large segments of minority 
groups are out of work, but people are not 


inclined to move from their area, 
especially when there's no adequate 
housing. 


One of the Calumet industries hoping 


to find a large number of workers during 
the upcoming months is Brillion Iron 
which is nearing completion of a $4 
million ductile iron facility that will add 
about 115 workers to its 800-plus work 
force. Baker noted that firm had been 
finding many of its applicants were so- 
called secondary workers, such as the 
wife-mother who isn't the primary 
bread-winner. 


Its neighbor, Ariens Co., also is adding 


to its production area to the tune of 90,000 
square feet and $2 million for building 
and equipment. Some 10,000 square feet 
in office space also is being addded. 


Michael Ariens, president, said the 


firm expected to increase its present 
470-member work force to about 500 in 
the next four to six months. The company 
has added 140 since last fall. 


Both firms draw most of their 


employes from about a 10-mile radius of 
Brillion. BIW produces iron castings and 
Ariens outdoor power equipment. 


A firm making probably the most 


widespread effort to attract workers has 
been Kohler Co., by far the largest 
employer in east-central Wisconsin. It 
has advertisied on radio, television and 
in newspapers throughout Wisconsin and 
in parts of Illinois, Minnesota and Upper 
Michigan. It's considering billboard ad- 
vertising. 


"We're trying all kinds of techniques 


to attract people," said Richard Homis- 
ton, director of personnel. "Our ability to 
expand is primarily dependent on our 
ability to attract and keep people." 


The plumbing fixture firm has about 


5,400 employes in its Kohler plant now- 
compared with just under 5,000 about a 
year ago. It would like to hire 600 during 
the next 12 months, a figure about equal 
to 10 per cent of the total number of 
unemployed people in Wisconsin today, 
according to Homiston. 


He said the area's difficulty in finding 


workers isn't a rarity; it's similar to the 
situation nationwide" 


Kohler Co. hasn't drawn many new 


employes from the four-county area of

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Sports for girls show 
slow gains at Oshkosh 


OSHKOSH - "I wouldn't bet against 


girls' athletics getting as big as boys' 
programs," says Ralph D. Lesnick, 
school coordinator of secondary educa- 
tion. 


"Personally, I think it would be an 


addition to school morale. We ought to 
provide equal opportunity for equal 
talent —and the girls do have talent." 


Some girl athletes are appearing at 


high school sports awards dinners, and 
more and more, news reports on win- 
ning girls' teams are being seen. 


But like other equal rights opportuni- 


ties, newly emphasized for women, in- 
tramural and interscholastic athletics 
have some way to go in the Oshkosh 
public school system as elsewhere. 


The Oshkosh Board of Education is 


giving the matter close attention, Dr. 
Joseph D. Pellegrin, superintendent, 
told the City Council at 1974 budget 
hearings, in reply to an inquiry by 
Councilman David Crusius. 


Programs aren't equal, Pellegrin 


explained. He said they are being 
implemented as society changes and the 
girls' interest picks up. 


Recommended is a more than 


doubled program for 1974, he said, 
along with reorganization of the struc- 
ture. 


The current program provides girls' 


athletic programs, other than physical 
education classes, with about 19 per 
cent of the coaching resource allocated 
to boys' athletics. 


Boys' teams from the district's two 


high schools compete with other schools 
in eight sports sanctioned by the Wis- 
consin Interscholastic Athletic Associa- 
tion (WIAA). Girls' teams compete in 
five WIAA sports. 


At North and West High Schools, 


girls' athletic programs provide for 
eight coaching positions which pay 
$2,933.50 for the part time service and 
cover 
both 
intramural 
and 
in- 


terscholastic programs. 


This compares with 42 coaching posi- 


tions at 524,450 for the boys' programs. 


Recommended by the board of 


education for 1974-75 are increases to 14 
positions at $5,368 for the girls and 44 
positions at $25.082 for the boys. Funds 
are allocated on a pre-determined per- 
centage of faculty base pay. 


Both boys and" girls programs have 


acquired director and assistant director 
of intramural athletics positions, 
included in the position totals. 


"Position" is the board of education 


term for the faculty member who un- 
dertakes the added dutv of team coach 


in the extra curricular athletics 
program. 


Lesnick said the system's five women 


physical education teachers have in- 
vested long hours in the 10 women's 
teams, one at each high school in 
volleyball, basketball, swimming, 
gymnastics, and track and field. 


Changes in organization of girls' 


athletics are expected to provide 
improved programs, members of the 
physical education faculty said. A 
division of activities will" separate 
physical education from the intramural 
and interscholastic programs. Instruc- 
tional 
contracts 
include specific 


coaching responsibilities. 


"Before the change, the coaching jobs, 


were all lumped as part of the Girls 
Athletic Association activity," a teacher 
explained. She said the change allows 
faculty other than physical education 
teachers to assume coaching duties if 
they have the necessary skill. 


"There is no intention to show 


discrimination (in boys' and girls' 
programs)," Pellegrin explained to the 
council and the fiscal control board, 
"but there's a lot of tradition in the 
boys' athletic program."

Suits from

A total of 21 plaintiffs, including 20 


insurance companies, received shares 
of the settlement, with three of the 
plaintiffs accounting for more than half 
the total. 


General Insurance Co. of America 


was awarded 545.292, while Lewis Fus- 
feld, who operated the Rose Shop, which 
was destroyed in the fire, received 
$21.576. Buffalo Insurance Co. received 
$10,471, while the remaining sums 
varied between $8,033 and $642. 


Defendants and third party defen- 


dants included Tschank & Christensen, 
electrical appliances sales and service 
company. Wisconsin Michigan Power 
Co.. Northwest Supply Co.. and George 
and Philip Retson, owners and opera- 
tors of the Retson Restaurant, which 
also was destroyed in the fire. 


The blaze broke out in the late after- 


noon when a new deep fryer was turned 
on for the first time. The fryer was in 
the first floor restaurant operated by 
the Retsons. 


The fire spread through two upper 


floors, to the adjacent Rose Shop and 
also damaged two other buildings near 
the Olvmpia Building. Firemen battled 
the blaze for three hours before bring- 
ing it under control. No injuries result- 
ed, although about 40 persons :ti the 
restaurant had to be evacuated. 


Pioneer church celebrates 125th anniversary

One hundred and twenty-five years is a 


long time in terms of Appleton history as 
a community- Yet this is the anniversary 
year the First United Methodist Church 
is celebrating today. 


It reaches back in the past before 


Appleton became an incorporated 
village in 1853 and later a city in 1857. 
This church identifies itself with 
Lawrence University, chartered in 1847. 
The two have an intertwined history 
because both their beginnings were 
inseparable. One depended on the other 
and each grew from the other. The city 
itself has its beginning in the "college of 
the wilderness" the Methodists took on 
as a prodigious responsibility. It was a 
group of three Methodists (from the 
early-area mission) who picked the site 
of the proposed school high on the bluffs 
along the north shore of the Fox River. 


Methodism in Appleton starts with the 


Rev. William E. Sampson, one of the 
trio which located the school. He was 
secretary of the trustees named in the 
Lawrence University charter. When 
Elder Sampson was appointed principal 
of the preparatory Lawrence Institute 
that preceded 
the University, he 


prepared to leave his Fond du Lac home 
for a new place in the wilderness. His 
appointment to the school post was in 
August of 1848; he came to the forested 
site by steamer and dugout canoe in 
early September. By Sept. 8 he began 


whacking away at the underbrush to 
help clear a road to the proposed 
Lawrence building site. (Academy 
Square 
was 
bounded by Drew, 


Lawrence. Morrison streets and College 
Avenue with the first building erected 
just north of today's YMCA.) 


Sampson was not the first settler to 
arrive. He was preceded in August by 
John F. ^Johnston, hired to build a 
boarding house for the workmen. Johns- 
ton and his wife, Janet, came with their 
baby son as Apnleton's first permanent 
settlers in what became the village 
proper. It was the Johnston log home, 
known familiarly as Johnston's shanty, 
that became the first boarding house, 
hospital, church and meeting place. It 
was in the Johnston shanty, located on 
the north side of present-day Johnston 
Street to the east of Morrison, that Elder 
Sampson preached the first sermon to 14 
members of the embryonic community. 
That date was Oct. 8,1848. 


It was here that services were held all 


through that first winter, until the 
Academy chape! was ready. Eleven of 
the original 14 were present when the 
Rev. Asa B. Randall organized the first 
Methodist 
membership 
class 
in 


February of 1849. Randall became the 
church's first official preacher, having 
been appointed head of the Oshkosh mis- 
sion by the newly organized Wisconsin 
Conference. The 11 pioneers were Robert 
R. Bateman, Robert S. Bateman, Mary 
and Amelia Bateman, Electa Norton, 


I.evi and Theresa Randall. D.\V. Briggs. 
John F. Johnston. Catherine Carter and 
Laura Tuttle. 


Pastor Randall started the movement 


for a Sunday school in March of 1S49 
under the leadership of R.R Bateman. 
By-laws and a constitution were adopted 
bv the congregation the following Sep- 
tember with William Rork superinten- 
dent. As the village grew, so did the 
Methodist congregation, especially after 
Appleton was set apart in the field as a 
separate station. The pastors until that 
time served for only one \ear- the Rev. 
Mr Randall, Wilham H. Thompson. 
C.G. Lathrop and S.W. Ford. 


Revival meetings played an important 


role in the early" days of the church. 
Revivals were held in most of the 
churches of the day. usually in series of 
meetings which lasted from one to three 
weeks and some for an entire month 
"Forty persons experienced a change of 
heart in one week," reported the Apple- 
ton Crescent in 1862. Fervent and ora- 
torical addresses were given nightly by 
different revivalists; the church was 
crowded every night in the fashion of 
entertainment" "This was reported to be 
one of the most interesting and success- 
ful revival periods ever enjoyed by 
Appletomans," stated the Crescent. 


By 1853, the Methodists numbered 120 


members, the largest denomination in 
the new village. Meetings were held in 
the University chapel by this time and 
already $2,000 had been subscribed for 


the first church The two-story structure 
was built in 1854, across from the 
University's new Main Hall on the north 
side of College Avenue (in the block now 
occupied by All Saints Episcopal Church 
and Lawrence Music-Drama Center.) 
Edwin Atkinson !a:d the cornerstone in 
June. 1S54, and the two-story. 50 by 60- 
foot structure was dedicated in June. 
1S55 This '"first" church was to serve the 
congregation until 1872. It was destroyed 
by fire just before church ser\ices OP. 
March 10, iS72. and the congregation 
moved back to the University chapei un- 
til its new church was built on Lawrence 
Street. 


The fire stor\ is told dramatically in 


the Appleton Post of March 14.1872 The 
fire broke out in the front of the church 
and ''madeconsiderable headway before 
it was discovered." Books were saved 
from the rear of the structure b\ by- 
standers, but firemen couldn't save the 
building. They did manage to save the 
college structure to the west of the 
church, but the sheds in back used for 
wood storage and the shelter for horses 
were lost along with the church itself 
and all its furnishings, including the 
organ. 


Already a move had been started for a 


bigger and better church on the corner 
of Lawrence and Morrison Streets. That 
building, today's Knights of Pythias 
Castle Hall, was the talk of the town; its

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Middle-class revolt, 
dollar pinch revising 
student aid patterns

MADISON —The days when a student's 


financial aid is determined by the size of 
his parents" wallet may soon be over. 


Faced with the legal consequences of 


the new 18-year-old age of majority law 
and the realities of a middle-class revolt 
and dollar pinch, the Higher Educational 
Aids Board of Wisconsin finds itself on 
the brink o; a dramatic change of direc- 
tion. 


It is quite possible, in fact, as one 


HEAB official related, that students may 
eventually be granted aid reflecting 
their own financial situation, and pay it 
back as post-education employment 
allows. 


The state provided S32.! million in 


student financial aid during the 1972-73 
school year and 1S8.114 state students 
took advantage of grants or loans from 
the state, federal programs, or institu- 
tions during that period. 


But the traditional policy of granting 


aid. computerized accordingly with the 
financial standing of the student's 
parents, is becoming mired in complica- 
tions and HEAB officials are convinced 
that the only alternative may be a 
revolutionary policy change. 


"The three dominant themes leave us 


with few alternatives,"said James Jung. 
HEAB Executive Secretary. "The 18- 
year-old age of majority has turned 
financial aid from a child-oriented 
program to an adult-oriented program. 


••How long will it be before there is a 


court case testing whether or not parents 
rnust be expected to pay for their child's 
education, if the child is 18-years-o!d? If 
that happens, every student would 
become eligible for financial aid. except 
the kids who are rich in their own right." 


•'The middle-class revolt is requiring 


both the state and federal agencies to 
look differently at the policies of dis- 
tributing financial aid,"Jung continued. 
"The poor get most of the aid and the rich 
don't need it. That leaves the middle- 
class with no aid although it is helping to 
pay for it." 
• Jung also said that the limited funds 
available will force HEAB to study new 
ways to ensuring educational oppor- 
tunity for everyone. 


"The easiest way would be to make 


education free," Jung said, "but that's 
not in the cards. What we have to realize 
is, that while people are concerned about 
education, it is no longer the number one 
priority. People are concerned about 
other things, such as energy or mass 
transit. We bureaucrats have to realize 
that there's another kid on the block, a 
big kid." 
• The alternative might eventually be 
forced upon HEAB. It could lead to a 
system where students would be eligible 
for financial aid depending upon their 
own financial status. Then, when they 
leave school, they could pay back the 
loan at a rate that their job allows. 


"This would guarantee everyone an 


education," Jung said, "and it wouldn't 
make it more difficult for those who can't 
get high-paying jobs after they graduate. 
Some people may continue to be poor but 
we can't deprive them of an education 
because of that." 


The threat of change does not mean 


that Wisconsin's educational aid 
program has failed. In fact, the state 
ranks third lowest in the country in 
defaults and sixth in overall size. 


Students throughout Wisconsin have 10 


different aid programs from which to 
draw, although more than one-third of 
the 46,910 Wisconsin students taking aid 


from the state make use of the Guaran- 
teed Student Loan. 


Tuition grants were awarded to 6,873 


students last year while programs such 
as honor scholarships, tuition reimbur- 
sement, educational manpower grants, 
Indian student assistance, talent incen- 
tive grants. Safe Streets Grants, Inter- 
state Compact and State Student loans 
are also available. 


HEAB provides two loan programs to 


Wisconsin students, the State Student 
Loan and the Guaranteed Student Loans, 
both which lend up to SI.500 per year. Up 
until March 1. 1973. students wishing to 
make use of the guaranteed loan did not 
nave to show financial need. 


The uncertainties of higher educa- 


tional aid have not gone unnoticed in 
other sectors of state government. The 
!973-~5 state budget has directed that a 
higher education financing study be 
made by Feb. 1. 1974. and policies 
governing state-funded loans and finan- 
cial aids are included in that study. 


The Higher Educational Aids Board is 


scheduled to meet again Nov. 30.

Hypnosis has beneficial uses 


The word hypnosis still dredges up 


ideas of the strange, the occult and the 
unfamiliar, just as it did centuries ago. 


That fact was pronounced unfortunate 


by a man who has been dealing with it 
to improve many unfortunate situations 
in life for more than two dozen years. 


Steven Vind, Milwaukee, who heads a 


center involved with helping people 
overcome handicaps through hypnosis, 
spoke on that topic this week at the Fox 
Valley Technical School. 


Throughout the speech, he tried to 


disspell the fears the listeners might 
have of hypnosis as a form of "black 
magic." and bring it into the 20th cen- 
tury. 


"Even the meaning of the word has 


been wrong through the years. It means 
sleep, but in reality it is the furthest 
thing from it. It is a fantastic state of 
altered consciousness," the speaker 
explained. 


He himself has used it extensively to 


assist 
people 
with 
medical 
and 


psychological problems. He has worked 
in the field of para-medicine and has 
helped design a learning program for 
children with gross motor problems. 


He now heads a center called "Psy- 


Bionics," which simply means mind 
equals body. He has had to use another 
word than hypnosis because of the as- 
sociation. 


One of the major programs of Vind's 


center is to teach self-hypnosis for self- 
improvement as well as work on future 
projects in the field of education 
through hypnosis. 


"In your conscious state, you are 


using 10 per cent of your potential. 
About 90 per cent remains untapped, 
which is a shame," he said. 


Some of the fears Vind said he had 


helped people overcome include the fear 
of the dentist, operations, and childr- 
birth. 
"It is so fantastic, it can be used even 


for open heart surgery. Under it, the 
patient feels no pain and experiences no 
post-operative shock, something that he 
has to undergo now," Vind explained. 


He has been involved with the educa- 


tional process of hypnosis, citing the 
learning of a language as one of the 


examples of its many uses. 


"We have taught people Spanish in 90 


hours what it would take them two 
years in college to learn," he said. He is 
now working on such things as weight 
control programs, 
orientation of 


parolees from correctional institutions, 
motivational training for business 
groups, to name a few. 


The one facet of hypnosis, namely 


fear, was also discussed by the speaker. 


He told the audience that the fears are 


unfounded. "There is the thought that 
you so often heard, 'You are now under 
my power.' That is not true at all- The 
person is in total command at all times. 
You cannot even hypnotize anyone 
without their consent," Vind said. 


This fear, he said, is compounded by 


another one. "The men think, 'I am the 
he-man, the big hunter, and no one is 
going to mess with my mind.' The 
women deal with the fear, 'This is a fate 
worse than death at the hands of a dirty, 
old man,'" Vind explained. 


And added to all of these fears, he 


stated, is the fear that they may be left 
forever in a hypnotic state. 


"That's pure nonsense. If I hypno- 


tized you right now and fell over dead, 
90 per cent of you would wake up when 
my body hit the floor. The rest of you 
would come to in a few minutes and 
would not know what happened. That's 
the very worst that can happen," the 
speaker stated. 


One of the reasons Vind said he was 


fascinated with the process is that it 
allows people to tap their full potential. 


"It is a storehouse of data because the 


thing between your ears has retained all 
of the experiences since you were in the 
crib. We can draw on them to disspell 
fears and cure problems. How can 
anyone knock that?" he asked. 


Self-hypnosis is taught at his clinic, 


and although it scares many people, 
Vind feels that is because of ignorance. 


"What that really means is body 


relaxation, which allows the normal 
flow of sensory energy to the physcial 
body, loosening it up and allowing the 
mind to handle the situation prac- 
tically," the director said. 


It also allows the student to learn to 


use senses more fully, shoot toward 
specific goals, "and as the student dips 
into this vast subconscious potential, 
realize that the answers to his problems 
lie within his own head." 


Vind and his staff have worked 


with hundreds of people through the 
years, with great results. His program 
is government-funded, a fact which 
Vind treats with mirth, for he feels that 
that makes it "acceptable." 


But the results, he says, should be 


what makes it acceptable, for the list 
includes such things as helping children 
uncover latent talents for better 
development; allowing them to absorb 
data with hyper-aware efficiency, 
improve motor skills in playing ins- 
truments, and helping underachievers. 


"Generally, expectation is raised and 


learning time condensed, an inner need 
for disruptive behavior 
is often 


eliminated and a new peace gained." 
said the man who is valiantly trying to 
bring hypnosis out of the dark ages.

Elliot Richardson, Cox said. "It seemed 
fairly apparent to me that he was being 
subjected to pressures, although I never 
felt that he was trying to put any 
improper pressure on me."

Cox disagreed with U.S. District Court 


Judge Gerhard A. Gesell who said it 
would compromise the court if it ap- 
pointed a special prosecutor to inves- 
tigate the Watergate scandal.

cess," said the senator as he left 
Georgetown University Hospital. 


The Kennedy boy, a" blond, blue-eyed 


seventh grader at private St. Albans 
School, was in surgery for nearly an 
hour, beginning at 8:30 a.m. 


A hospital spokesman said the child 


"tolerated the operation very well. His 
condition is satisfactory-." 


The hospital said later in the day that 


the child was resting in his room and 
"his general condition continues to be 
satisfactory." 


Doctors said he awoke after surgery 


and was making "an uneventful 
recovery. They said this meant there 
were no problems. 


Sen. Kennedy returned to the hospital 


in the afternoon. 


Joan Kennedy, as well as some friends 


of the family, stayed with her son while 
the senator kept his commitment, long 
planned, to Kathleen. 


Before the wedding, the bride's 


mother, Ethel, went alone to her late 
husband's grave in Arlington National 
Cemetery.

Justices also watch election returns

That magistrates of high rank react 


as do their more humble constituents 
is now and again shown in major court 
decisions in Wisconsin, as illustrated 
in a majority opinion of the state 
Supreme Court last week on a tax 
matter that undoubtedly interests 
thousands of Wisconsin husbands and 
wives. 
Justice Leo Hanley, writing for a 


court majority, composed the opinion 
that ruled against a Dane County 
farmer and his wife who claimed that 


. their joint income should be taxed by 


the state as a partnership, rather than 
through individual returns. He ack- 


_" nowledged that under the federal in- 
: come tax, married persons can file 


joint returns, thus effectively dividing 
' their income for tax purposes even 


when all income and all deductions 
belong to one spouse. 


The judge concluded that the ap- 


pellants were wrong, but then added a 
purely personal commentary: 


"We likewise do not subscribe to the 


wisdom of income tax treatment of 
married persons in Wisconsin. We 
would prefer the federal system as it 
applies 
to 
married 
individuals. 


However, that is a matter for the 
legislature," he concluded with ap- 
parent regret.

and it seems reasonable to expect that as 
a result of gas shortages, that a market 
exists for rapid transit between the com- 
munities," said Donald Stone, Appieton 
Area Chamber of Commerce executive 
director. 


Stone said that the Appieton line now 


operates buses between Appieton and 
Neenah-Menasha, while City Transit 
Lines, Inc.. Oshkosh, runs a bus from 
Oshkosh to the Twin Cities. 


Stone said an agreement could be 


worked out between Appieton and 
Oshkosh lines to arrange schedules in 
order to provide direct commuter ser- 
vice between the two cities with the con- 
necting point at Neenah-Menasha. 


"We'll have to discover a way to offer 


good, direct service among communities 
of the Fox Cities," said Stone. 


Stone said that present schedules don't 


allow commuters between Oshkosh and 
Appieton —like students attending the 


University of Wisconsin-Oshkosh or 
shoppers —to make a smooth transition 
from one bus line to the other in Neenah- 
Menasha. Stone said he is hoping that 
area chambers and the bus companies 
can cooperate in setting up a schedule 
that would do that, to the benefit of both 
buslines. 


The Appieton and Oshkosh bus lines 


showed two of the greatest declines in 
ridership for the first three quarters of 
1973, according to statistics released this 
week by DOT. 


Ridership has dropped 22.9 per cent for 


City Transit and 16.5 per cent for Fox 
River Bus Lines in the first nine months 
of 1973 compared with the same period in 
1972. 


The Appieton line saw a 25 per cent 


increase in ridership in October, 
however, after new buses and half-hour 
service were initiated. Mrs. Kuepper ex- 
pects ridership to continue to increase. 


A. G. Oswald, president of City Tran- 


sit, hasn't seen any increased ridership 
because of the energy crisis. 


"You have to spend money to promote 


and improve our service to do that, and 
we don't have the money," he said. 


The city has committed itself to a 


$100,000 subsidy for the private company 
in 1974, compared with a $35,000 subsidy 
this year. Oswald expects the city to 
eventually take over the bus line. 


Appieton has committed itself to up to 


$175,000 in subsidy payments to Appieton 
City Transit, Inc., the subsidiary of Fox 
River Bus Lines that operates the six 
buses that serve the city of Appieton 
only. 


Both Oshkosh and Appieton expect 


state urban mass transit aids to offset 
one-half or more of the_costs of the sub- 
sidy payments in 1974.

Youfh ranch program is working

REEDSVILLE - It hasn't been easy 


the past 18 months making ends meet, 
setting up programs, getting com- 
munity acceptance- But the picture for 
Triple R Ranch here is improving, 
slowly but surely. 


A new administrator —Lew Juadis - 


came to the residential treatment 
facility for delinquent, dependent or 
neglected boys who also have emo- 
tional and learning problems in July. 
He and his wife have brought new life 
to the 157-acre complex, but the going 
is still slow. 


There are lessons in living to 


provide, respect to instill, behavior 
modification to bring about — all in 
their young charges —and remodeling 
of facilities to accomplish and a 60- by 
75-foot metai building to erect to house 
educational, vocational and recrea- 
tional programs. 


The latter project is everybody's 


concern right now — from Mr. and 
Mrs. Juadis 10 the 12 boys occupying 
ihe two houses to the staff members to 
\olunteers from throughout the Fox 
River Valley area and beyond. 


The metal l-'iilding has to be up and 


functioning by Jan. 18, 1974. That is 
the 
stare deadline the 
private, 


nonprofit corporation must meet in 
order to ha\e its day care license 
reinstated. Some of the ranch's facili- 
ties were destroyed 
in a fire last 


March. That, plus the fact that the 
ranch's educational programs suffered 
from lack of adequate leadership, 
caused the state to rescind its day care 
license in October, according to 
Juadis. The ranch has 90 days to tool 
up. 


But the weather has not cooperated 


with the outpouring of volunteer labor 
— including area professionals and the 
395th Ordnance Co. (Ammo) of the 
U.S. Army Reserve, headquartered in 
Appleton — and the great lengths to 
which regional firms have gone to get 
building supplies and materials to the 
site. 


Footings and forms have been placed 


and materials have arrived much more 
quickly than they would in other 
building projects, but the weather has 
hampered further work. Juadis es- 
timated the project had been put a 
month behind schedule — something 
that can't be tolerated when a state 
deadline has to be followed. 


•'!f the state cuts the day care 


program (permanently because the 
building is not constructed in time), 
there goes half of our income to 
operate the ranch." said Mrs. Juadis, 
27. She has worked for 2 1/2 years as 
a social worker in Waukesha County 
and eight months as a child care 
worker in the Brown County Youth 
Home. She and Juadis were married 
this past summer. 


Besides hoping for good weather, the 


young couple is seeking additional help 
in 
the 
construction 
work 
and 


remodeling projects. The sooner the 
work is completed, the easier everyone 
can breathe. And once it is finished, and 
the license has been reinstated —the 
residential care program was not af- 
fected by the state's rescinding of the 
license —the administrator and his wife 
would like to see four girls added to the 
day care program, which in the past has 
dealt with four boys at one time only. 


Triple R Ranch (for reading, 'riling 


and "rithmeticj was founded in April, 
1972, to provide social servicea, coun- 
seling, special education, a living 
arrangement and work experience for 
youths between 12 and 
17 from 


throughout the state, said the ad- 
ministrator. Most of the referrals come 
from the Fox River Valley area, 
however — Calumet, Outagamie, Win- 
nebago, Brown. Waupaca. Waushara, 
Sheboygan and Manitowoc counties" 


The counties which refer the youths 


to the program pick up approximately 
25 per cent of the tab. State and federal 
funding covers the balance, Juadis 
said. Fees are S300 a month for day- 
care youngsters, S580 a month for 
residential care children. The day care 
youths are bussed back and forth daily, 
the others live in two houses contained 
in the complex. House parents super- 
vise the operation of each house and 
provide the youngsters' only touch with 
farriiy life as most individuals know it. 


"These boys are fairly well reject- 


ed," said Juadis, 29. "They haven't 
had a real family contact for a long 
time. For maqy, this is not their first 
placement." 


He added, "These are not your 


average boys. They're very needy, 
dependent and unable to direct their 
own time." Many are educationally 
deprived

The young director has plans to 


revitalize the ranch. They are ideas he 
has picked up during 5 1/2 years as a 
social worker in juvenile court in 
Waukesha County and more than a 
year as director of the Brown County 
Youth Home at St. Norbert Abbey in 
De Pere. 


Those plans include a vocational 


program to train the youths in job 
skills so they might seek further 
education once they leave the ranch 
and then be able to fend for themselves 
in the community work force.

by one of the sharpest drops in stock 
market prices in recent memory. Since 
OCL 29, the paper value of all stocks held 
has dropped an estimated $100 billion, 
based on declines in the popular market 
indexes of between 9 and 12 per cent. 


"I've seen no times that quite compare 


with this," said Lucien Hooper, a market 
analyst with W. E. Button fc Co. who has 
spent 54 years on Wall Street. 


"These are historic days," added El- 


don Grimm, a recently retired 
brokerage bouse research director who 
began in the business in 1929. 


Investment counselors almost 


unanimously attribute the selloff to 
energy uncertainties. They say investors 
are frightened by the suggestion that a 
lack of energy supplies might deal a 
severe blow to economic activity and 
growth next year and possibly beyond. 


"It's a real uncertainty psychosis," 


said one Boston analyst. "But I don't 
think the country's going down the pike. 
I believe we'll survive it." 


The Dow Jones average of 30 industrial 


stocks, probably the best known market 
average, has fallen more than 110 points, 
or close to 12 per cent, since Oct. 29. It 
closed Thursday at 874.55, less than 25 
points above the low it reached in August 
after an eight-month bear market. All 
but wiped out are the gains scored in an 
impressive rally in September and Oc- 
tober.

How big was the heaviest deer 


ever shot in Wisconsin? . 


DNR records show a 386-pound 


buck (field dressed) was shot in 
Sawyer County in 1924. Estimated 
live weight was 488 pounds. Next 
heaviest was a 321 1/2 pound buck 
(field dressed) shot in 1938 in 
Bayfield County. 


What is the record "spread" for a 


Wisconsin deer antler? 


Robert Hunter of Galesville 


bagged the state record in 1910. It 
had a spread of 30 1/2 inches with 
just 12 points. 


What was the showiest white-tail 


trophy rack ever taken in Wiscon- 
sin? 


Without a doubt, the 36-point buck 


shot in Burnett County in 1937. It 
had a 25 1/2 inch spread. 


What was the largest deer harvest 


ever taken in Wisconsin in one 
year? 


167,911, taken in 1950. 
When did Wisconsin have its fust 


deer regulation? 


In 1851. This regulation restricted 


the deer season to seven months 
(from July 1 to Jan. 31.) There was 
no limit. 


When did Wisconsin's party per- 


mit regulation begin? 


In 1957. 25,359 "party" deer were 


taken that year. 


When did Wisconsin begin its 


variable quota program? 


The state legislature passed this 


bill in 1961. It went into effect in 
1963 with 5,600 permits available. 


How long does a white-tail live in 


the wild in Wisconsin? 


Maximum age is about 12-14 


years for a rare few. In captivity 
deer can live to age 20. 


How acute is a deer's bearing? 
The white-tail's hearing ability is 


exceptional. It's long, broad, deeply 
cupped ears can pick up the sligh- 
test sound when conditions are 
right. In a test a deer heard the 
clicking of a man's fingernail 75 
yards downwind. 


How sharp is a deer's sense of

They can run at 30 miles per hour

There is a record of a deer 
jumping an eight foot fence without 
even taking a preliminary step.

eyesight? 


Extremely keen. Although color 


blind a deer sees exceptionally well,

How vocal is a deer? 
Usually not very. Deer sounds

When it comes bowling 
out of the north, northeast or east, it is 
time to stay in bed and forget about it. 
A strong wind from the south can also 
cause some problems, but when it's 
from the southwest, west or northwest, 
the Suamico side of the bay provides 
some pretty good action. 


On Monday night, the weather prog- 


nosticators on two different television 
channels predicted that Tuesday would 
bring westerly winds for most of the 
day and then switch to northeast and 
east Tuesday night increasing to 23 to 
28 miles per hour on Wednesday. 


News like that resulted in several 


phone calls, and we decided to push 
our duck hunting plans ahead a day to 
take advantage of the wind before it 
switched. 


The alarm buzzed at 3:15 a.m. 


Tuesday and by 3:45 your reporter was 
on the way to Appleton to pick up a 
brother who was to join in on the hunt. 
We arrived at Dave Schommer's in 
Kaukauna at 4:30 a.m. and set out for 
the bay. There was some apprehension 
even before we left because on the way 
from Appleton to Kaukauna it was 
possible to get a whiff of Thilmany 
mill. What this meant was that the 


wind was already in the east-bad news* 
as far as we were concerned for duck 
hunting. 


When we got to the landing at the 


bay, pulling two duck skiffs loaded 
with decoys, our fears were borne out. 
The waves, already whitecapping in 
the shallows, were rolling right in. 


We passed up launching the skiffs 


there and drove a ways farther to a 
sheltered spot. There we ran into the 
problem of about an inch of ice on the 
water so we had to break our way 
through that before hitting open water. 


We just got the decoys set out as 


shooting time arrived and several 
flocks of ducks passed by, well out of 
range. The first action we had was a 
single whistler that dropped in and 
was quickly downed. A short time later 
a pair landed on the edge of the decoys 
and we got one of the two as the other 
swam put of range. 


Within an hour after daylight, the 


breeze stopped completely. There were 
ducks along the shore, but they refused 
to fly as they enjoyed the calm waters. 
Occasionally, a single or pair would 
pass by, but always were out on the 


lake and close to the water so they 
could not see the decoys. Adding to the 
problem was a light fog which limited 
visibility for both ducks and hunters. 


So, what was a duck hunting bonanza 


went to a near "nothing" in a short 
time. Now we'll be waiting to see what 
the special open water season holds on 
the bay and other waters around the 
state. There still are plenty of ducks 
around, but as is so often the case, the 
weather plays a big part in the out- 
come.

her an opportunity to "play around" 
with metals and techniques. 


"The more techniques I can tastefully 


combine, the better I like it,'; she 
explains, bringing out a choker as an 
example.

There is casting, fabricating, 
forging, soldering —all of it to get a 
multiple-surface end result. 


"If it would have called for it, I would 


have hand-hammered it for good 
measure," the artist states- 


She did just that on another one, which 


she calls her "moon choker." On 
examination, it has a sphere, a 
halfsphere, a part of one and an edge of 
another, and one complete circle. "It 
reminded me of the astronauts, hence 
the name," she explained. 


Altar vessels, too, are part of her 


work, and she does chalices on a com- 
mission basis, "if I am allowed a free 


hand in the design." Most, she recalls, 
have been contemporary and functional, 
"with strong lines, naturally."

GURNSEY, Wyo. (AP) -It's roundup 


time on the Frederick ranch, and Ruth 
Frederick wouldn't miss it for the world. 


Miss Frederick, owner of the CO.MO- 


acre cattle spread, rides her horse right 
alone with the boys as they drive some 
300 head of cattle to a holding pasture, 
preparing them for sale. 


Not that it is unusual for ranch women 


to herd cattle in Wyoming—they do it all 
the time. But Ruth Frederick is 78 years 
okL 


"I've been driving cattle since I was a 


kid and I don't feel any different now 
than I ever did," said Ruth, a twinkle in 
her eye as she prepared lunch at her 
farmhouse just north of Wheatland. The 
farm, one of three owned by Miss 
Frederick, is located about 45 miles 
south of the ranch which sprawls into 
both Goshen and Plane counties. 


Ruth, who was born on the ranch and 


has lived in the area all her life, said she 
learned to ride horses about the time she 
started walking. 


"Ruth still rides her horse in the 


roundup," quipped her foremann Ray 
Blunt, "but we don't let her drive the 
pickup any more. She almost drove it 
over a cliff the last time. 


"Not so," said Ruth. "Wasn't even, 


near the darned thing." 


And so it went as Miss Frederick and 


Blunt, who has worked for the Frederick 
family for the last 45 years, shared their 
lunch with an unexpected visitor. 


The lunch was simple but hearty — 


cold, home-raised roast beef, fried 
bacon, cold beans, rye bread, avocado, 
fresh lettuce, bananas and strong coffee. 


One gained the impression the two 


were just biding time, waiting for the 
chance to get on their horses and ride the 
range. 


They do that just about every single 


day. Ruth and Ray drive the 45 miles to 
the ranch, check out the situation with 
Mr. and Mrs. Clarence Nordeen, who 
manage the spread, and then saddle up 
the horses. 


In two years, Blunt has put 97.000 


miles on his pickup, most of them 
between the ranch and farm. 


"It's not too hard to get our cattle 


where we want them to go," said Miss 
Frederick. "We feed them cake and all 
you have to do is holler and they come." 


Ruth also rides her horse on other 


occasions, like the Old Timer's Parade 
this summer in Guernsey, but not as 
much as she used to. 


In 1914 at the age of 19, she won the 


women's steer roping and relay racing 
contests at the legendary Cheyenne 
Frontier Days Rodeo. "I quit riding 
competitively shortly after that," she 
said. 


Miss Frederick and her three brothers 


took over ownership of the ranch in 1950 
following the death of her mother. Her 
brothers are now dead, and the ranch is 
Ruth's. 


She and Blunt lease out about 40,000 


acres and run their cattle on the other 


20,000 with the help of two nephews, the 
Nordeens and occasional ranch hands 
during the busy roundup season in the 
late summer and early fall. 


Ruth talks fondly about her late 


parents, Mr. and Mrs. Charles 
Frederick. 


"My father was in the U.S. Cavalry at 


Ft. Laramie and was a cook in Company 
K," she said. "His outfit witnessed the 
Custer Massacre at Little Big Horn from 
a nearby hill. 


"Dad took up squatters rights on the 


land where we have our ranch and then 
bomesteaded it," she said. "In the 1990s 
he sold some of the land and they opened 
up an iron ore operation there. It's the 
largest open-pit iron ore mine in the 
world." 


Ruth also said her father served in the 


Wyoming Legislature in the early 1900s 
and originated the design for the state 
flag. "But he didn't get credit for it," she 
said. 


But now lunch is over, neighbors are 


dropping in and Ruth and Blunt are 
getting anxious to drive to Torrington for 
a calf auction. 


They'll take their calves to that 


market and sell their steers and heifers 
to several buyers, some as far away as 
Iowa. 


"Hope you enjoyed the lunch," said 


Ruth as she cleaned off the table. 


Certainly did. And another thing that's 


certain: for Ruth Frederick, home is on 
the range.

out and booze it up, the wives take pills 
and the husbands have too many mar- 
tinis. And yet these are the people that 
are being assaulted all over the place for 
being rotten and corrupt." 


Miss Barton, who graduated from 


Andover Newton Theological Seminary 
in Massachusetts, said she hopes to get 
across to the girls and women in the 
parish that "There are other things they 
can do besides grow up, go to college, get 
married and settle down to two cars and 
a nice house." 


She laughs easily but chooses words 


carefully when talking about herself. 
Her clerical collar comes in handy on 
hospital visits, but otherwise she pre'p-s 
colorful, casual clothes. 


Her age and appearance help establish 


rapport with the young and the women in 
the congregation. But she is bothered by 
people who insist on seeing her as a 
woman first and minister second. 


A month after it appeared, she was 


still bristling about a story in a Detroit 
newspaper that devoted more attention 
to her hot pants and purple bikinis than 
to the work she was doing in the church. 


A lot of women still feel the ministry 


is a man's profession, she said. 


Although her church has been or- 


daining women 40 years, she thinks it 
will be another 20 years before there is 
a noticeable increase in the number of 
women ministers. 


If and when she gains her own pas- 


torate, being a woman could be a 
problem, she said, "because it's not 
traditional for women to speak in 
religious authority."

Mrs. I.R-, St. Paul, Minn., writes: "I 


have a new two-piece suit, which is a 
Mend of triacetate and nylon. Instruc- 
tions are for washing. Can it be 
drycleaned? Will it wash afterward? 
Also have a dress of Antron nylon. Can 
this be drycleaned and washed after- 
ward?" 


On July 3, a Federal Trade Commis- 


sion rule went into effect that per- 
manent care labels must appear on all 
articles of apparel manufactured after 
that date. This also applies to piece 
goods; i.e., fabric by the yard. 


In an effort to keep labeling as simple 


as possible, it was agreed that if the 
manufacturer used a positive statement 
such as "hand wash," it was not neces- 
sary to add: "do not machine wash." It 
the article can be ironed or drycleaned 
by normal procedure, it is not necessary 
to say so on the label. If there are 
restrictions, then terms such as "do not 
dryctean," must be added to the label. 
Actually, since Mrs. R.'s suit is labeled 
washable, there would be no real reason 
to have it drycleaned. If, for personal 
conveninence, she wished to have it 
drycleaned on one occasion, it could be 
washed next time. 


Unless "hand wash" is specified a 


garment of triacetate and nylon may be 
machine washed and dried, using gentle 
cycles and warm, not hot, temperatures. 


Mrs. R. also asks: "What is the 


difference between Cedilla and 100 per 
cent textured nylon and Antron nylon?" 


Cedilla is the tradename used by the 


Celanese Fibers Marketing Co., to iden- 
tify the nylon filament it produces, 
which is textured; i.e., given a built-in 
crimp. Picture a curly strand of hair, 
instead of one that is absolutely straight. 


Antron is DuPont's tradename for its 


texturized nylon. Both nylon fibers, the 
one by Celanese and the one by DuPont, 
when used in quality fabric, which is 
converted into well-made garments, 
provide similar characteristics. 


Both 
have 
nylon's 
traditional 


strength. The crimp contributes more 
air spaces in the fabric than when the 
fabric is a little more "breathable," 
than ordinary nylon. It is more comfor- 
table, as there is more opportunity for 
air to circulate helping to disperse 
moisture. Wool and cotton have natural 
crimp.

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Teapot Dome corruption worse than Watergate 


BY TIM WYNGAARD 


WASHINGTON - To hear Old Bob 


LaFollette's running mate tell it, the 
Teapot Dome scandal of a half century 
ago involved deeper corruption and 
more political dirty tricks and was a 
greater threat to democracy than the 
Watergate affair. 


He ought to know. 
He was former Sen. Burton K. 


Wheeler, D-Mont., who helped press 
the Senate investigation of the Teapot 
Dome affair that led to the imprison- 
ment of Interior Secretary Albert B. 
Fail and blasted Atty. Gen. Harry M. 
Daugherty out of the Cabinet in 1924. 


"People today have forgotten what 


went on in the "(President Warren G.) 
Harding administration, that's all," 
said Wheeler in a rambling 150-minate 


Burton K. Wheeler 


interior in his office a block from the 
White House. 


"We followed the path of corruption 


right up to the White House door. But 
President Harding was dead, so we 
never attempted to go any further." 


Wheeler at 91 still daily visits the 


law office he shares here with his son 
Edward, and recalls his stormy Senate 
years when Fall's secret leasing of the 
Navy oil reserves at Teapot Dome 
shook the nation. 


Those behind the Teapot Dome af- 


fair, he said, severely damaged 
democracy "while taking part in every 
crooked deal imaginable. They stole 
everything they could. They were 
corrupt and were real traitors to our 
country." 


But "those behind the Watergate af- 


fair, he said, are 
"inexperienced 


idealists" who badly damaged the 
public's faith in government. 


A freshman senator in 1922, he was 


tipped off to the Teapot Dome scandal 
in letters protesting the oil lease 
agreement, and by staff members of 
the Federal Trade Commission who 
complained to him that they could not 
get baugherty's Justice Department to 
act on cases they turned over to it for 
prosecution. 


Before the scandal climaxed almost 


a decade later with Fall and oilman 
Harry Sinclair going to prison, 
Wheeler said Daugherty's agents ac- 
cused him of accepting illegal fees for 
prospecting permits —it took a jury 10 
minutes to acquit him of that charge — 
and his telephone was tapped and his 
office broken into. 


Wheeler said two persons deeply in- 


volved in the investigation died 
mysteriously, and that his home was 
watched by Daugherty's agents. 


"They were hiding in the bushes at 


night. One of them ended up tripping 
over a fence. My maid was afraid to 
leave the house after dark. They kept 
track of everyone who came and went, 
everyone I saw," he said. 


"They never actually broke into my 


home, but they broke into my office. 
They not only broke into mine, they 
broke 
into 
(Sen. 
Robert 
M.) 


LaFollette's office, they broke into 
(Sen. George W.) Norris' office, and 
they broke into (Sen. Thomas J.) 
Walsh's office as well," he said of his 
allies in the Teapot Dome fight. 


That (Daugherty) Ohio gang and 


Fall were after money, that's what the 
difference is (between Teapot Dome 
and Watergate). And that's what 
makes it worse," he said. 


"They would resort to any means, to 


corruption of any kind to get what they 
wanted. They were willing to crush 
anyone who stood in their way. 


"The group behind this one," he said 


of Watergate, "was 
a bunch of 


inexperienced idealists. The Dougherty 
crowd had been in politics in Ohio and 
had been involved in every crooked 
deal all along. 


"Watergate involved idealists who 


resorts to those things for political 
power. 


"I believe the man in office who is 


corrupt 
for his own gain, like 


Ex-POW's marriage 
ends after 1 3 years 


MEMPHIS. Tenn. (AP) -NavyCmdr. 


Raymond A. Vohden, who was held 
captive by the North Vietnamese for 
eight years, has ended his 13-year 
marriage in divorce. 


Vohden. 43, had been sued for divorce 


by his wife, Bonnye Jean, 34, when he 
was a prisoner, but she later dropped the 
suit. The former POW said he 'earned of 
her suit from a newspaper clipping 
tacked to a bulletin board by the North 
Vietnamese. He brought suit for divorce 
on May 7 after the couple realized the 
marriage couldn't be resumed. 


Mrs. Vohden was in love with another 


man, witnesses testified at a hearing 
here. Circuit Judge Howard Bruegge 
granted the divorce on grounds of cruel 
and inhuman treatment, but said 
desertion might be a better reason. 


The divorce was not contested. Mrs. 


Vohden will retain custody of the 
children, Raymond Jr., 12, and Connye 
Louise, 10. Vohden was given visiting 
rights of 30 days each summer and al- 
ternate Christmas and Thanksgiving 
holidays. 


Daugherty and his crowd were, are the 
real traitors to this country.

Wheeler said LaFoliette visited his 


home and asked him to run while 
Young Bob — later to be another 
Wheeler ally in the Senate -waited 
outside in his father's car. Wheeler 
refused, saying he did not want to run 
for national office on a losing ticket. 


But he reversed himself and accept- 


ed when he later received word that 
Daugherty had told friends that 
Wheeler would be indicted on the 
prospecting fee charge if he agreed to 
run with LaFoliette. 


"That made me God damned mad," 


Wheeler recalled. 


Wheeler proudly points to the fact 


that the LaFoliette ticket carried Wis- 
consin and ran second —ahead of the 
Democratic slate — in many states, as 
Calvin Coolidge was swept back into 
the White House. 


The former Montana lawmaker 


rejects the idea that the LaFoliette 
quest of 1924 was a sort of McGover-

"No, it wasn't that at all." said 


Wheeler "In the first place, LaFoliette 
was a brilliant man," he said with a 
back-handed slap at Sen. George 
McGovern. 


"And LaFoliette offered a program 


that appealed to many people. If he 
had been elected, much of what later 
happened would never have come 
about. When Roosevelt was elected, he 
had to adopt many of the ideas of Old 
Bob LaFoliette." 


After that national loss. Wheeler 


rejoined Democratic ranks and battled 


with Democratic presidents until he 
left office in 1947. 


Twice during those fights. Wheeler 


said, his telephone was tapped while he 
was opposing President Franklin D.

Even those who have forgotten the 


name of the President in 1937 probably 
will recall that event. 


Since 1796 —when Napoleon married 


Josephine, a woman six years his senior 
—to the current-day alliances of Merle 
Oberon, 56, with Robert WoWers, 37, and 
Dinah Shore, 53, with Burt Reynolds, 38, 
mankind has expressed surprise, 
interest and, often, disapproval at such 
matches. 


It has been customary for a man to be 


older than his bride and, sensible or not, 
society has expected people to comply. 


Today is different. 
Public figures involved are being 


quite open about their December-May 
arrangements. 


Celebrities included in a recent rash of 


weddings and affairs, in which the 
woman is older, have differed from 
counterparts of the past notably in the 
sense of liberation; they are quick to 
admit the relationship and they speak 
with candor. 


Actress Ursula Andress, 37, is 


reported to have explained her in- 
volvement with married Ryan O'Neal, 
32, with the comment, "When you are in 
love, you are in love. That's all that 
matters." 


Sam Warner Hiatt, of the Warner 


Bros. Studio family, is nine years 
younger than singercomedienne Kaye 
Stevens, the woman he says he loves. 


"The difference in our ages doesn't 


bother me a bit—She's really the prime 
force in mv life." 


Dinah Shore and Burt Reynolds said, 


"We knew from the first day we met." 
He added that he had to fight his way 
through 40 men to get to Dinah.

isn't a girl alive who wouldn't want 
him," she said, and he reciprocated: 
"There isn't a man alive who wouldn't 
want her."

women were one to eight years older; 22, 
nine to 20 years older.

difference. None were higher in that 
sampling. 


Not one of the interviewed couples lied

the age-difference span to the point that 
those with the larger differences usually 
had unlisted telephone numbers. 


But some couples were vocal about the

WASHINGTON (AP) -Women who 


work outside the home have a higher 
smoking rate than housewives, a new 
government study shows. 


The study also reports that: 
-On the basis of marital status among 


women, the smoking rate was highest 
for those divorced or separated, lowest 
for widows. 


-On the basis of education among 


women, smoking rates were highest for 
those who ended their education with 
some high school classes or with a high 
school diploma, lowest for those whose 
education was grade school or less. 


-Fewer women were smoking in 1970, 


compared to 1966, but the reduction was 
not as much as that for men. 


The study is a report on changes in 


women's smoking behavior, based on 
national surveys directed by the Public 
Health Service in 1966 and 1970. The 
analysis was made by Dorothy E. Green, 
a branch chief, and Daniel E. Nemzer, 
computer analyst, at the National 
Clearinghouse for Smoking and Health. 


The smoking rate for U.S. adults, 21 


years of age and over, fell from 42.2 per 
cent in 1966 to 36.2 per cent in 1970. 


Among men, the smoking rate fell 


sharply, from 51.9 per cent to 42.3 per 
cent, the study reports. But for women, 
it fell only from 33.7 per cent to 30.5 per 
cent.

MENOMONIE, Wis. - Proving that 


.they can make it in a man's world may 
be less of a problem than you might 
' think for the half dozen coeds competing 
with 1,200 males in UW-Stout's School of 
Industry and Technology. 


The coeds are preparing for careers in 


industry and education by studying 
technical subjects previously off limits 
for women. 


No one bad ever said that women 


couldn't study the technical subjects. It 
just wasn't the thing to do. Now, women 
are discovering that there are many 
opportunities for* them in technical 
' areas of business and education. 


Herbert A. Anderson, dean of the 


school, said changing attitudes may be 
opening the door to more diversified 
jobs for women in male-dominated 
professions. He noted that most jobs 
that required heavy lifting have been 
eliminated through "automation, remov- 
ing the physical barrier for women. 


Barbara Mindis, a senior studying 


packaging at Stout, said she had no 
: problem in adjusting to classrooms full 
'of men. "I get a lot of help and 
.cooperation." 


Mindis said she met company officials 


from the packaging industry who were 
impressed that there are women 
interested in the field. She feels she will 
have no problem getting a job. 


In addition, she has encountered 


"very little" resentment among male 
students, adding, "There ar*e always 
going to be some who think a woman's 
place is in the home." 


Originally interested in mechanical 


engineering, Mindis said she chose a. 
career in packaging because it involved 
a great deal of creativity. "Often women 
are more creative than men," she said. 


Anderson agrees that this can be true 


in many instances. "There are girls 
skilled in mathematics and science that 
are naturals for the electronics field," 
he said. "There are girls who do well in 
creative writing, which couldn't be bet- 
ter for technical writing. There are girls 
who have terrific skills in design, 
providing all kinds of opportunities in 
graphic communication." 


Anderson also feels that many women 


have greater dexterity than men, a plus 
for operating sophisticated automated 
equipment- 


He said he sees no reason why women 


cannot do well in key technical positions 
and management jobs. "The only 
problem is to convince girls there are 
career opportunities for them in what 
was always thought of as a man's 
domain," he stated. 


Julie Zapp, a sophomore studying 


graphic arts (printing), said she en- 
counters a great deal of surprise in the 
registration line when she signs up for 
technical courses.

Barbara Mindis, a UW-Stout senior studying 
packaging, works side by side with her nearly 
all male classmates in a laboratory. Mindis is 


one of the half dozen women competing with 
1,200 males for grades and credit in Stout's 
School of Industry and Technology. 


"Once I was in a bar and a guy asked 


me what my major was," she said. 
'•When I told him it was industrial 
technology he couldn't believe it." 


Zapp said she has been accused of 


entering her field to meet men. "You do 
meet guys, but that's not why I'm 
there," she added. She said while she 
may encounter some initial skepticism 
from men, they accept her "when they 
find I know what I'm doing." 


Charles Kell, who handles recruit- 


ment for Stout, says women are made 
aware of opportunities in industry, dur- 
ing periodic visits to high schools, but 
when it comes to asking questions about 
the fields most women "never bring the 
subject up." 


But Kell added that "the business 


opportunities for women in industry 
with a technical knowledge are unlimit- 
ed." 


Mrs. Kathryn Sheetz, who is prepar- 


ing to teach graphic arts in high schools 
or technical institutes, said she first 
encountered a certain amount of skep- 
ticism from male students. "I think the 
guys didn't know what I was up to," she 
stated. But she said she is now being 


accepted as "just another student." 


Some teachers have been "a little 


nervous" at first about having a female 
in their classes, but she feels they have 
adjusted to her. 


Mrs. Sheetz sees no problems for a 


woman teaching a traditionally male 
subject, but she added she may have to 
use a "different approach to discipline" 
if she takes a job teaching high school 
industrial arts classes where most of her 
students will be men.

WASHINGTON (AP) -The Supreme 


Court has declined to review a 
Federal Communications Commission 
order intended to curb the broadcast 
of 
allegedly promoting illegal drug 
use. 


The court, over the objections of 


Justices William O. Douglas and 
William J. Brennan Jr., refused to 
weigh the challenge brought by a group 
of broadcasters and radio listeners. 
They claimed the order interfered with 
the constitutional guarantee of free 
speech. 


Led by Yale Broadcasting Co., the 


group asked the Supreme Court to 
review a federal appeals court decision 
upholding the FCC order. 


Douglas accused the court's majority 


of permitting censorship that would be 
intolerable if newspapers were in- 
volved." He said government cannot 
require a broadcaster to censor its 
music any more than it can require a 
newspaper to censor the stories of its 
reporters. 


"Under our-system the government 


is not to decide what messages, spoken

or in music, are of the proper 'social 
value' to reach the people," Douglas 
said. 


Brennan gave no reason for his 


dissent from the court's 7 to 2 decision 
not to hear the case. 


In March 1971, the £CC ordered 


broadcast stations to make "reasonab- 
le" efforts to listen to all records aired 
and determine whether the lyrics 
tended to "promote or glorify" illegal 
drug use. 


Lawyers for the group challenging 


the FCC action said the order caused 
broadcasters to ban many well-known 
records, including Bob Dylan's "Mr. 
Tambourine Man" and the Beatles' 
"Lucy in the Sky with Diamonds," 
because the lyrics were open to various 
interpretations. 


They said the FCC emphasis on

Q. —About a year or so ago, you 


mentioned something about a National 
Carvers Museum that was expected to be 
opened somewhere in Colorado. Since 
my hobby is woodcarving, I would like to 
visit the museum sometime in the fut- 
ure.

A. — Yes, it opened recently. A

Q- —We have just moved into a house 


which has a furnace with a glass water 
gauge on the outside of it. The gauge 
appears to be about half filled with 
water. Is that correct? And how can I tell 
when the boiler requires more water? 
It's a steam heat system. 


A. — Most gauges have some kind of 


mark on the glass to indicate the proper 
level of water. It's usually about halfway 
up the glass or slightly higher. The level 
in your gauge is about right. During the 
heating season, keep an eye on the 
gauge. If the water drops below the 
halfway mark —and especially if it isn't 
visible at all — the boiler needs more 
water. Before refilling, turn off the heat 
for about an hour. When a boiler 
requires frequent refilling, it usually 
means that steam is escaping from one 
or more of the radiators, probably 
through a defective valve.

The desire for adequate living space 


is nothing new, as this traditional 
English style abundantly demonstrates. 


Like its forebears, this house has 


elbow room to spare, but unlike them, it 
is arranged to meet modern concepts of 
room arrangement. Thus, the exterior 
of half-timber, stucco, many paned and 
diamond shaped leaded windows evokes 
memories of the past, but the floor plan 
is strictly contemporary.

kitchen, strategically located to serve 
the dining room on one side and the 
family room on the other.

kitchen and makes it easy to handle 
housekeeping and casual activities. 
Among the built-in appliances are a 
trash-maker and garbage disposer. 


A laundry-mud room next to the 


dinette has access to the double garage 
and the rear for service entrance. 
Besides the twin closets in the laundry 
room there is enough extra storage 
space in the garage to take care of such 
things as garden tools, toys, lawn chairs 
and the like. 


The garage entrance is on the side to 


preserve the beauty of the facade and 
make this portion of the exterior look 
like the continuation of the habitable 
area. 


A stairway down to the full basement 


from the fear entry foyer provides 
unlimited space for expansion in the 
form of a recreation room, storage, 
informal entertainment area or home 
workshop. 


Upstairs, the four bedrooms complete 


a plan which retains all the good living 
qualities and hospitality of an earlier 
era. The master suite is a lavish 
complex with a dressing area that has 
three closets, one a walk-in, a built-in

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Students chip away at stone tools

geographically from the rest of the 
campus, the University of Wisconsin- 
Oshkosh's Limnology Laboratory near 
the Fox River seems also remote in 
time, at least one night a week. 


The mod world of television and hi- 


fi, cars and computers fades away for 
a couple of hours or so every Wednes- 
day evening as 10 enthusiastic students 
try to master the tool making crafts of 
prehistoric man. 


New this fall, the one-semester 


course is officially called "primitive 
technology," but in fact is a practical, 
learn-by-doing introduction to the an- 
cient art of making stone tools, ac- 
cording to the teacher, Dr. Alaric 
Faulkner. 


A highly specialized addition to the 


UWO sociology-anthropology depart- 
ment's 
curriculum, 
the 
course 


acquaints students with the vast range 
of hint and stone tools which man has 
made down through untold reaches of 
time. 


Faulkner, an assistant professor of 


anthropology, said it is an outgrowth of 
a UWO archeological field school 
investigation last summer of Silver 
Mound, a prehistoric quarry near 
Hixton in western Wisconsin's Jackson 
County. 


Silver Mound apparently furnished 


the ancestors of modern Indians with 
quartzite for their tools and weapons 
as early as 10 or 11 centuries ago. 


Artifacts of Hixton quartzite, valued 


by the state's first inhabitants for its 
hardness and workability, are found 
throughout the Mississippi River 
Valley and the Great Lakes region. 


All but one of the students enrolled 


in the stone tool technology course are 
anthropology majors. Most participat- 
ed in the summer's excavations at 
Silver Mound. 


There was enough interest in the 


Wednesday 
evening 
laboratory 


program to enroll 30 or 40 students, 
according to Faulkner. Ten is about 
right, though, for a course which 
requires so much individual instruc- 
tion. 


Faulkner said students are "doing 


fantastically well. They're learning in 
a short time techniques that may have 
taken early stone workers a lifetime." 


Members of the class report to the 


laboratory at 7 o'clock Wednesday 
evenings for his informal lectures on 
early man's stone tools and technology. 


Then they begin to hammer and chip 


out artifacts of their own, patterned 
after pictures or specimens of original 
work. Raw materials are pieces of 
Hixton quartzite found during the 
summer field school and large pieces 
of bottle glass provided by local 
bottling companies. 


Glass and quartzite have much the 


same flaking and fracture properties. 


The intent of the course, according to 


Faulkner, is not to duplicate as an end 
unto itself the stone implements of 
modern man's ancestors but to 
duplicate and thereby understand the 
technology of prehistoric tool making. 


"We do manufacture stone tools, but 


this is not a course in making 'arrow 
heads'," Faulkner emphasizes.

Neat shoplifters 
less likely to be 
caught, study shows 


RALEIGH, N.C. (AP) -Two univer- 


sity researchers say a study they con- 
ducted shows a well-groomed shoplifter 
is less likely to be turned in than an 
unkempt one dressed in blue jeans. 


Dr. Darrell J. Steffensmeier, a North 


Carolina State University sociologist, 
and Dr. Robert M. Terry of the Univer- 
sity of Akron, said their conclusion was 
based on a series of rigged shoplifting 
incidents in which the sex and ap- 
pearance of the shoplifter varied. 


"In general, most customers seemed 


inclined not to report shoplifting in- 
cidents," the researchers said, but ad- 
ded that appearance plays a major role 
in the reporting of deviant behavior. 


The study concluded that the least 


likely of all to be reported are "straight" 
shoplifters who are the same sex as the 
witness. 
Los Vegas' strip 
won't glitter anymore 


LAS VEGAS, Nev. (AP) -Las Vegas' 


glittering strip and downtown casino 
center will go dark under a plan an- 
nounced by the Nevada Resort Associat- 
ion. 


The proposal announced Thursday 


calls for hotels and casinos to voluntarily 
shut down all outside signs and other 
exterior lighting. 


Robbins Cahill, association managing 


director, said the plan was "agreed upon 
by resort people" present at a meeting 
Thursday and will be "recommended to 
all the others."

Faulkner said members of his class

projects" in experimental archeology 
which will be useful later on in 
graduate schools and archeological 
field work. 


Current research in the stone tech- 


nology course includes studies of the 
effect of heat treatment upon the 
physical properties of Hixton quartzite. 


The 
student 
archeologists- 


anthropologists have discovered that 
subjecting the stone to fairly low heat 
makes it somewhat easier to chip and 
flake, and also produces a slight 
pinkening of the material. There is 
evidence that early man made exten- 
sive use of heat treatment techniques . 


UWO's unusual new course touches 


upon the total range and variety of 
stone implements produced since 
man's first tool-using forebears eked 


out a living some 1.7 million years ago 
in the Olduvai Gorge of East Africa. It 
was there that the late Dr. L. S. B. 
Leakey, famed British archeologist, 
found fossil remains of the earliest 
known nian. 


The layman thinks of prehistoric 


stone and flint work, if he thinks of it 
at all, mostly in terms of arrowheads. 


But those objects — archeologists 


prefer to call them "projectile points" 
— were, however important, a small 
part of the "tool kit" of pre-metal 
working maji. 


There were also stone implements 


for sawing and cutting, scraping, 
chopping, slicing and pounding. As 
much as for hunting, early man's stone 
technology served his purposes in 
agriculture, wood and bone working, 
preparing hides, butchering game and 
other day to day activities. 


Faulkner ttoted that some of the 


world's best flint working was ac- 
complished by pre-dynastic Egyptians 
and, at a different time, by neolithic 
inhabitants of Denmark. 


"And, of course," the UWO faculty 


member added, "archeologists have 
infinite admiration for the earliest big 
game hunters of the New World whose 
fluted (lengthwise grooved) projectile 
points have been the subject of 
emulation by nearly every flint 
worker." 


Himself a skilled maker of stone 


tools, Faulkner began working with 
flint in 1965 as an undergraduate at 
Harvard University. 


He prefers to busy himself with 


several pieces at a time on a sort of 
one-man assembly line basis, but can 
turn out a finished implement in a few 
seconds or a few minutes. It depends 
upon the material he's using, and the 
size and complexity of the artifact. • 


Faulkner said fie finds some of his 


students turning this fall to stone 
working as "a source of relaxation. It's 
sort of catching, I think." 


And hammering and chipping away 


at a stubborn bit of rock with another 
stone or a wooden mallet "may be a 
good way to take out your aggressions, 
I suppose," the UWO archeologist ob- 
served.

MADISON — Saturday was a 
special day at Camp Randall 
Stadium. 


Wisconsin concluded its home 


portion of its schedule with a come- 
from-behind 36-34 victory over 
Northwestern. Some 27 seniors list- 
ed on the Badger roster, and 
countless other UW senior students, 
participated in their last home game 
before a crowd of 46,248 fans. This 
reporter falls into the latter category 
—it was the final home football game 
1 would see as a UW student. 


After spending the last four years 


observing the Badgers in the sterile 
environment in the UW Com- 
munications Center (press box), 1 
decided this last game should be 
spent among my friends in Section R 
—in the stands. 


Not since my freshman year, way 


back in 1969, had I cheered with the 
loyalists who week after week have 
endured the frustrations of being a 
Badger football booster. 


When Rodney Rhodes caught 


Gregg Bohlig's pass in the end zone 


with just 33 seconds left, Wisconsin 
was assured of the win, its fourth in 
seven games at Camp Randall this 
season. 
Everyone 'cheered and 
nuggea eacn otner ana cried. 


I cheered, and hugged, and cried 


too! What a great finish! 


We weren't so happy the first 


quarter though as the Badgers fell 
behind 144). 


"Good-bye Johnny, we hate to see 


you go," many of the more frustrat- 
ed followers yelled. They had been 
through this all too often. Back in 
1969 the same tune was chanted. 
That time it was for John Cotta, who 
was fired at the end of that season. 
This time it was meant for head 
coach John Jardine, whose "Opera- 
tion Turnaround" or whatever had 
given the fans four years of usually 
exciting football, but also four more 
losing seasons, bringing the total to 
10 straight. 


But then the Badgers got going and 


Bill Marek's one-yard plunge put us 
on the Scoreboard. The extra point 
made it 14-7 and the optimistic ones 
felt the time had come to rally. 


Thanks, Billy Marek, you keep giv- 
ing us hope. 


That good feeling lasted on!y a lit- 


tle over two minutes as the Wildcats 
went 64 yards in six plays for another 
score. But the extra point was wide 
and the Badgers trailed by "only" 


13. 


Oh, that extra point was crucial. It 


gave us fans further hope. We could 
get two touchdowns and two extra 
points and be ahead. There was j ust a 
shade more than four minutes left in 
the first half though. We had to get 
one of those touchdowns now. Then, 
we get the second half kick. We could 
all see it. 


And get the first touchdown we 


did! Bohlig, the junior from Eau 
Claire, who Jardine told us last 
spring probably couldn't play in the 
Big 10, threw a 23-yard touchdown 
pass to jeti Mack. The play before, 
he threw 29 yards to tight end Jack 
Novak. It was now 20-14. 


During the halftime we coaches in 


the stands discussed what had hap- 
pened in the first 30 minutes and 
what ought to happen in the second 


30. Too bad coach Jardine wasn't 
the^, we had it all figured out. 


And then we sang "Varsity." 
We got the ball to start the third 


quarter and we started marching. 
We got to their 44 when we got hit 
with a delay of game penalty. Not 
again? 


We had to punt. Northwestern 


started on its own nine and moved 
upfield. "Come on defense, hold 
"em," we screamed. They must have 
heard us. The Wisconsin defense 
forced a fumble and recovered it on 
the enemy 44 yard line. 


"Come on offense, push it in," we 


now screamed. Again our heroes 
heard us. 


Marek, who this day became the 


first sophomore in UW football his- 
tory to go over 1,000 yards rushing, 
swept right from the three and, after 
Vince Lamia's perfect kick, we led 
for the first time, 21-20. 


By the end of the third quarter we 


were again behind, 28-21. They 
scored, and added a 2-point conver- 
sion. But yet we hoped. 


We scored with 3:45 left in the 


game to go ahead. Sel vie Washington 
scored the six and Ken Starch the 
two. We led, 29-28. 


But hold on. Here it comes. We 


should 
have 
known 
better. 


Northwestern was on the march, just 
like so many other teams in the past. 
There was no hope. They would score 
with less than two minutes to go. We 
couldn't do it. And score they did — 
with 1:20 remaining. They marched 
81 in 10 plays. Nice try, Wisconsin. 


"Don't give up," someone yelled, 


"Don't give up. 


My last game. I couldn't give up. I 


wouldn't. '"Go Badgers! Go Big 
Red!" 
Selvie took the kick and returned 


11 yards to our own 29. "Come on 
Gregg," we yelled, for we knew he 
had to pass. And pass he did, with 
superb accuracy. And the receivers 
hung on. And we marched.

Badgers nip NU

MADISON, Wis. (AP) -Gregg Bohlig 


passed five yards to Rodney Rhodes with 
33 seconds left, capping a 60-yard march 
that took 42 seconds to rally Wisconsin to 
a 36-34 victory over Northwestern in a 
wild Big Ten college football game Sat- 
urday. 


Bohlig, who earlier had completed 


eight consecutive passes and finished by 
hitting 13 of 16 for 233 yards, sparked the 
drive by connecting with Rhodes and 
Stan Williams for respective gains of 11 
and 21 yards. 


Another Bohlig to Rhodes pass gained 


23 yards to the Northwestern five, set- 
ting up the winning score. 


Northwestern had taken a 34-29 lead 


with 1:20 to play on a 29-yard pass from 
Mitch Anderson to Bill*Stevens. That 
score erased a 29-28 Badger lead 
achieved with 3:45 left on a one-yard 
scoring plunge by Selvie Washington 


and a two-point conversion run by Ken 
Starch. 


Bohlig's spectacular passing and the 


rushing of sophomore Bill Marek, who 
gained 119 yards in 26 carries to become 
'he second Wisconsin player ever to rush 
for 1,000 yards in a season, rallied Wis- 
consin -after Northwestern had taken 
leads of 14-0 in the first period and 20-7 
less than five minutes before the half. 


Wisconsin closed to within 20-14 before 


the half on a 23-vard touchdown pass 
from Bohlig to Jeff Mack. The Badgers 
took the lead for the first time at 21-20 on 
a three-yard scoring run by Marek in the 
third quarter on a drive triggered by a 
13-yard pass from Bohlig to Starch and an 
eight-yard run by Bohlig to the 
Northwestern three. 


The Wildcats came back to take a 


28-21 advantage with 46 seconds left in 
the third quarter on a two-yard run bv 
Rich Boothe. His run came two plays 
after a 17-yard pass from Anderson to 
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Can Bays halt Plunkett? 


Steve Craig, who finished with six 
receptions for 115 yards. 
The victory gave Wisconsin a 4-6 season 
record, 3-4 in the Big Ten, while the 
Wildcats slipped to 3-7 overall and 3-4 in 
the conference. 


In opening its 14-0 first quarter lead. 


Northwestern controlled the ball for all 
but seven plays, discounting one punt. 


The Wildcats took the opening kickoff 


and marched 80 yards, all on the ground 
with Stan Key scoring from two yards 
out. 


Key, who finished with 143 yards in 21 


carries, ran seven times for 64 yards on 
the drive. 


The Wildcats made it 14-0 moments 


later on the first of two scoring passes 
from Anderson to Craig, this one on a 
21-yarder after Northwestern linebacker 
Steve Anenen had recovered a Marek 
fumble at the Badger 41. 


Northwestern just missed another 


touchdown three plays into the second 
quarter when Anderson threw a 47-yard 
pass into the end zone to Pat McNamara. 
However, McNamara could not keep his 
feet in bounds as he caught the ball. 


Anderson, who finished with 12 


completions in 24 attempts for 207 yards, 
connected with Craig on a 25-yard 
touchdown pass play as the Wildcats 
made it 20-7 less than five minutes 
before the half.

FOXBORO, Mass.—Green 
Bay's 


Lambeau Field was still emptying out 
following last Sunday's drought-ending 
victory over the Cardinals when Dan 
Devine made a prediction. 


"We've got it now, he said, "and we're 


going to keep it." 


The Packers will have a chance to 


make their coach look like a prophet this 
afternoon in Schaefer Stadium, located 
in this Boston suburb, where they come 
to grips with the New England Patriots 
for the first time (12 o'clock, Channel 2,). 


Quarterback Jaerry Tagge, for one, is 


convinced the turn will continue in 
today's contest, which will find the 
Packers attempting to nurture admit- 
tedly slim hopes for a "wild card" 
playoff berth. 


"When you've got 47 guys who like 


each other and are as close as we are, 
they can't be held down," said the Green 
Bay-grown field general, who presided 
over the offense in that 25-21 revival 
against the Cardinals, "There's too 
much talent on this team. 


"There's no doubt in our minds that we 


have a good team. We felt that way 
before, too, but things seemed to be go- 
ing against us-penalties, fumbles and 
interceptions. They can turn the whole 
complexion of a game around. 


"Last week, St. Louis was doing it, 


fumbling and giving up interceptions, 
and that turned it around for us." 


Tagge, who will shoulder the respon- 


sibility for maintaining that momentum 
in his second consecutive starting as- 
signment, is confident the offense will be 
equal to the task. 


"I definitely think we can move the 


football," he said. "And Dick Gordon 
should help. Just his being out there 
should make a difference. He's a great 


receiver and a deep threat, and he's 
stepped in there fast. He's definitely go- 
ing to help the ball club." 


But Gordon, who reported last Tues- 


day after being claimed on waivers from 
the Rams, is not scheduled to start but he 
is expected to make his Packer debut 
during the course of the afternoon. 


Despite his presence and the long ball 


potential he represents, the Packers are 
likely to accent the running game 
because they will be facing the most 
porous rushing defense in the National 
Football League. 


The Patriots, owners of a 2-7 record, 


have been frisked for 1,983 yards on the 
ground, an average of better than 200 
yards per game. 


Packer operations in this area may be 


hampered, however, by the presumed 
absence of MacArthur Lane, who has 
been listed as a questionable participant 
because of a sprained knee suffered 
against the Cardinals. 


If he is unable to answer the bell, 


veteran fullback Perry Williams is ex- 
pected to replace him, with rookie Les 
Goodman in ready reserve. 


Goodman, a former Atlanta Falcon, 


proved to be a valuable addition in the 
Cardinal match, rolling up 56 yards in 11 
carries and catching a pair of passes for 
19 more. 


Defensively, the Packers will have to 


prepare themselves for an air raid. Jim 
Plunkett. the Patriots' gifted young 
quarterback, ranks among the premier 
passers in the American Football 
Conference and chances are excellent 
that he will be putting the ball in the air 
early and of ten. 


In light of this prospect, sophomore 


Dave Pureifory is scheduled to see more 
action in the Packer front four with an 
eye to accelerating the pass rush. He will

If you drive you probably find yourself parking in 
the usual busy places: shopping centers, city parking 
lots, at parking meters, etc. Getting stuck at any 
of these places because of a dead battery can be a 
miserable experience.

1. Check the water/acid level at least once a month. 


It should completely cover the plates. If the level 
is down, add water. (Any drinkable city tap water

tion attendant check the condition of your 
batten with a voltmeter, or hydrometer. This will 
tell you if the cells are fully charged. Weak cells 
mean you'll need a new battery soon.

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Barber cops World Open

veteran Miller Barber turned back the 
bid of rookie Ben Crenshaw with some 
careful, conservative golf and won the 
game's biggest prize-4100,000-with a 
victory in the World Open Saturday. 


The 42-year-old Barber moved past 


faltering Tom Watson, who had led 
through the fifth, sixth and seventh 
rounds, with a two-under-par 69 and 
clinched the title when the challenging 
Crenshaw drove into the piney woods on 
the 16th hole. 


Barber finished this two-week, 144 


hole tournament with a total of 570, 
two-over-par on the 7,007-yard, No. 2 
course at the Pinehurst Country Club- 


It was the first winning score over-par 


since Gary Player took the 1972 PGA 
National Championship. 


Crenshaw, a 21-year-old blond who 


won the San Antonio-Texas Open two 
weeks ago, threatened the leader until he 
bogeyed the 504-yard, par-five 16th in the 
cool, breezy weather. He finished with a 
71 and was second at 573, only three 
strokes back. 


It was small consolation for the intense 


young man, but he collected $44,175 from 
the total purse of $500,000-the biggest 
ever in professional golf-and now has 
$76,749 in only five starts as a pro. 


Leonard Thompson, an obscure 


second-year touring pro, came on and 
took third with a 71-575, but never was 
in the two-man title chase. 


Watson, a red-haired 24-year-old, 


quickly dropped back as he played his 
front side in 41. He finished with a 77 for 
the day and was tied for fourth at 576 
with "former PGA champion Al 
Geiberger. Geiberger played the last 
round in 70.

with the massive payoff that pushed his 
earnings to $178,868 for the year. 


The victory, nailed down only on the 


last three holes, helped erase the 
memory of two playoff losses earlier this 
season, and kept alive his string of 
having won at least once in each of the 
last seven seasons.

Kermit Johnson becomes 
first runner at UCLA 
to exceed 1,000 yards

LOS ANGELES (AP) -Kermit John- 


son ran tor three touchdowns and 
iMcaune the first runner in UCLA history 
to gain more than 1,000 yards in a season, 
leading the eight-ranked Bruins to a 
SS-14 romp over Oregon State Saturday. 


The Bruins, owning a perfect 6-0 


record in Pacific-8 Conference play, 
tuned up for next Saturday's showdown 
with Southern California. The winner of 
that game will become the western 
representative in the Rose Bowl. UCLA, 
a V-point favorite, is 9-1 and the Beavers 
feD to 1-9. 


UCLA rushed for 435 yards for a 10- 


game total of 4,142, breaking their own 
Pacific-8 season record of 3,810 yards in 
11 games last year. 


Johnson scored on runs of four, two 


and one yards, giving the senior half- 
back 14 touchdowns this year, one more 
than the school mark set by Heisman 
Trophy winner Gary Beban in 1965. 


Despite playing part of the game in a 


rainstorm, the Bruins scored virtually 
every time they had the football. They 
used an occasional pass with deadly 
effectiveness, including a surprise 82- 
yard touchdown pass on the game's first 
play from Mark Harmon to freshman 
Raymond Burks. 


Johnson, who gained 49 yards on 12 


carries for a season total of 1,022, capped 
a 76-yard march the second time UCLA 
had the -ball when he ran in from four 
yards out. 


Harmon and John Sciarra took turns 


directing the Bruin offense at quarter- 
back, handing off to James McAlister 11 
Hires for a net of 108 yards. The senior 
fullback, slowed by a knee injury a 
month ago, scored on runs of 44 and two 
yards. 


The Bruins, who entered the game as 


the nation's No. 1 rushing and scoring 
team, drew only 18,540 fans on the wet 60 
degree afternoon. 


Oklahoma State wishbone 
cracks Colorado, 38-24 


BOULDER, Colo. (AP) -Oklahoma 


State's wishbone offense, paced by the 
running of George Palmer and the 
passing of Brent Blackman, consistently 
ripping off five yards at a crack, scored

"Not 
every sports owner is a selfless civic 
benefactor. Not every game is great 
competition." 


In an invective-filled speech to the 


Associated Press Managing Editors 
Association convention at Disney 
World, Coseil said sports depart- 
ments in American newspapers 
were manned by "old world sports 
journalists who are not mentally or 
ethically equipped" to do their jobs. 


"How can newspapers allow their

O 


n November 22, this Thurs- 
day, it will be ten years since 
Dallas, where he was shot. 


But it has been 28 years since I first 
met John F. Kennedy- 


It was in the spring of 1945, and 


the words "Camelot" and "charisma" 
would have been a bad fit then on this 
young man who had just decided to 
run for Congress. He was gaunt from 
his war injuries in the Solomon Islands 
and the back injury he received there 
kept him in almost continuous pain. 
He told me briefly why he was run- 
ning and asked for my helo in a forth- 
right fashion. 


The seat he challenged had been 


held by his grandfather, the cele- 
brated Honey Fitz. and by James 
Michael Curley as well. The district 
itself was highly political, composed 
of hard-working people whose loyal- 
ties were to church, family and poli- 
tics—in that order. The wealthy John 
F. Kennedy from Harvard was not 
of their'mould. 


Bobby Kennedy met with me and I 


told him: "Bob, he can't win. I'll help, 
but it's personal. I don't think he can 
win." He did win: he had the courage 
and willingness to knock on every 
door and accept insults without a 
backward step. Little by little, he drew 
the grudging admiration of these peo- 
ple to whom courage was a most re- 
spected virtue. 


He never forgot the 11 th District of 


-Massachusetts. Sixteen years later, 
when he was President, we sat at his 
swimming pool and Dave Powers told 
him that Matty Loftus—a bartender 
who had been one of his first sup- 
porters-had had a heart attack. The 
President said. "Call him." Long after 
that Matty toid me how the phone 
rang, how there was curiosity at the 
bar. And then Matty toid them. "It's 
Jack," he said, "the President" 
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"On the evening of his first TV debate 


with Nixon, I asked the senator about Nixon's ability 


as a debater. He smiled and said, 'Excellent, 


as long as an opponent isn't present in the same 


room with him.'" 


After three terms in the House, 


he went after a seat in the U.S. Sen- 
ate, a seat held by Henry Cabot 
Lodge, who was considered unbeat- 
able. But of course, JFK won. And 
in his first year as senator, he mar- 
ried Jacqueline Bouvier, but was also 
forced to subject himself to a critical 
operation on his spine. 


In 1956, he became one of the lead- 


ing candidates for Vice President at 
the Chicago convention. A good 
showing would help him at home but 
a bad defeat would be embarrassing. 
When the Louisiana delegation cau- 
cused and voted to support him, Bob- 
by called his father in France while 
Jack watched. Joe Kennedy was angry 
about Jack running at all—and got so 
mad he turned the air blue around 


the telephone. Bob looked at his 
brother and laughed. "He is the only- 
man in the world," said Bobby, "who 
can sever a transatlantic cable by- 
voice alone." 


Kennedy lost the nomination, but 


he made an unbelievable showing and 
impressed everyone with his grace in 
defeat. 


The polls in 1956 and 1957 showed 


a surprising thing—that Kennedy was 
the presidential choice of Democratic 
voters. But Jack knew he had to prove 
his acceptability to the voters. 


His religion was a "problem"-and 


he went against everybody's advice 
when he made it an issue in the streets 
of Morgantown, W. Va. To this highly 
patriotic people, he spoke of his war 
record and said that neither his re- 


ligion nor any veteran's religion had 
ever been questioned in those dark 
days of the Republic. I was standing 
in the crowd, stunned by hearing him 
confront the issue. The spectators 
were coal miners and steelworkers. 
most of whom had come out of curi- 
osity to see this boy from Boston. 
Their comments were exciting. One 
fellow looked at his friend and said. 
"Good-looking fellow and a nice 
talker." The reply was, "Yup, gutsy 
fellow, too," and a third man said. 
"I kind of like him." 


Back in our car, I told him what I 


had heard. The senator looked out the 
window and said, "I made a bet and 
I won. The people are fair." Religion 
for the moment was set to rest 


After his nomination, the cam- 


paigning was much tougher, with 20 
to 30 speeches a day. But at each stop 
one coufd almost sense that the sen- 
ator was projecting his coming ad- 
ministration as the beginning of an 
adventure. 


At one stop in California, Gov. Pat 


Brown asked a bystander to hold his 
coat. As the train pulled out, the Gov- 
ernor looked back at his lost jacket 
and panicked a bit "He's got my 
coat," he told Jack-and JFK replied: 
"Pat throw him the pants; he might 
as well have the whole suit" 


On the evening of his first TV de- 


bate with Nixon, I asked the senator 
about Nixon's ability as a debater. He 
smiled and said. "Excellent as long as 
an opponent isn't present in the same 
room with him." Jack must have won 
the debates, for he won the election 
that followed. 


After the Inauguration ended—in 


the bitter cold and snow—an agent 
tapped me on the shoulder. "The 
President wants you and Mr. Powers 
in his bedroom at 10 p.m.," he said. 
We obeyed. Jack strode into the room,

divesting himself of the day's fineries 
as he walked. Then be lay down on the 
bed and said, "At last I have a home.

Khrushchev, during the early part 


of the Presidency, became more belli- 
cose. The Soviet Union broke the 
Nuclear Treaty that it had solemnly 
signed with the U.S. The Russian 
Premier had told Eisenhower in 1959 
that he intended to absorb Berlin into 
East Germany and recognize it as a 
sovereign nation.

I called the 
President in Washington. 


"Tell the Russians.** he told me. 


"that while Mr. Khrushchev is laying 
the wreath on the soldier's grave, I'll 
be praying for his souL" 


Dave Powers and I watched from 


the Embassy as Khrushchev and Ken- 
nedy had their final talk. Suddenly 
Khrushchev broke into a big grin and 
the tension appeared to break for a 
moment Then the two men ended the 
conference. I asked the President 
what Nikita had grinned about Ken- 
nedy explained that he had pointed to 
one of the medals on Khrushchev's 
chest and asked about it Khrushchev 
had answered, "That's the Lenin 
Peace Prize." And Kennedy said. 
"Well, I hope you get to keep it" 


On the plane back, he called me 


to his steeping quarters and began 
bouncing his thoughts in the air. He 
talked about children—not his own, 
but all children. "I worry because 
they have not lived their lives. We've 
seen it all—loved, fought, laughed and 
cried. But these kids. . . . Do yoi 
know what Nikita said? 'I only feel 
sorry for those who survive a nu- 
clear war.'" 


He arrived home and, on television, 


reported that Khrushchev had told 
him he was willing to go to war over 
Berlin. Jack answered that America 
would meet its commitments. The So- 
viets began applying daily pressure on 
the access to Berlin. Every time Rusk, 
McNamara or Bundy called, the 
White House shuddered. Never be- 
fore had two nations tottered on the 
verge of such disaster. 


On October 13, construction began 


on the Berlin Wall. But Jack Kennedy 
seemed strangely calm when he heard 
this news. Finally, he looked up to 
me and said. "Kenneth, would you 
separate a city with a wall if you ex- 
pected to own all of it? The Berlin 
crisis is over." And so it was. 


But the greatest crisis in world his- 


tory was not far away. In the fail of 
1962, the President called for Mr.

MEMPHIS, Teon ( AP) -The nation's 


Republican governors say they aren't 
worried about Watergate as a ballot box 
threat to the GOP, but they expect to talk 
a tot of politics at their conference this 


One good opportunity will come when 


they meet with President Nixon behind 
closed doors Tuesday in a session 
similar to those he has been holding with 
congressional Republicans to give his 
side of Watergate. 


Another subject which the governors 


anticipate will generate keen interest at 
the 
midwinter conference 
of the 


Republican Governors Association is the 
energy crisis and the impact it will have 
on their states' economies. 


The one item cited by every governor 


contacted in a preconference survey by 
The Associated Press was the energy 
crisis. 


"Energy, energy and energy," said 


Indiana Gov. Otis R. Bowen. "That will 
undoubtedly dominate the conference." 


A majority of the governors also said 


they expect politics and next year's 
elections to be a prime topic at the 
three-day meeting. 


But almost to a man the governors said 


they felt the scandals in Washington had 
little or no effect on GOP candidates in 
this year's elections and would carry no 
anti-Republican backlash in 1974 and 
1976. 


"I don't think Watergate had much 


effect on the recent elections," said 
Missouri's young Republican governor, 
Christopher S. Bond. "I do feel it has 
contributed to a cynicism toward politics 
in general. 


"In 1974, there probably will be some 


spillover from Watergate," Bond added. 
"but when you get down to the can- 
didates, I don't think it will have much 
effect on the elections." 


Bond said his talks with state party 


leaders turned up no great concern that 
Watergate and Nixon's problems are 
affecting candidates at the strictly local 
level. 


"The Virginia elections indicate that 


Watergate had very little, if any effect," 
said outgoing Virginia Gov. Linwood 
Holton, whose seat was retained for the 
party by former Democratic Gov. Mills 
E. Godwin Jr., this month in his first 
race as a Republican. 


"If true for 1973," Holton said, "it will 


be even more true in 1974." 


At the same time, however, the 


governors appeared to have a wary eye 
on next year when the terms of a dozen 
of them run out. Several expressed 
concern over next year's campaigns and 
the already thin ranks of GOP gover- 
nors. 
;- 


Republicans now hold only 19 of the 


nation's 50 governorships, and one of 
them already has been lost. Further- 
more, some of their most attractive 
prospects, including Tennessee's own 
Gov. Winfield Dunn, cannot succeed 
themselves, thus throwing those seats 
up for grabs. 


Although Godwin kept Virginia's 


executive mansion in GOP hands, a 
divided Republican party in New Jersey 
surrendered the governorship in the 
Nov. 6 elections to Democrat Brendan 
Byrne. 
Holton, Bond, Massachusetts Gov. 


Francis W. Sargent, Wyoming's Stan 
Hathaway and Arizona's Jack Williams 
were among those saying they expected 
some discussions of Watergate and the 
political scene. 


Most of the governors, however, took 


a philosophical view of Watergate and 
the political future. 


"I don't feel there will be any over-all 


national effect toward either the 
Republican or the Democratic party," 
Dunn said. "It might bring on apathy by 
the voters toward the entire electoral 
process, but I sincerely hope it will not." 


"It's obvious that Watergate has had 


public impact," Bowen said, "but there 
are a number of other issues that may 
emerge as more significant Even Sen. 
George McGovem said this week 'Wat- 
ergate will be ancient history by 1976'." 


"In any event," contributed Califor- 


nia's Ronald Reagan, "I believe the 
American people will continue to 
examine the issues as they relate to their 
individual states and localities an sup- 
port those candidates who they think are 
best qualified." 
"In recent special elections in Mas- 


sachusetts," Sargent said, "tradit- 
ionally Democratic legislative seats 
have gone to Republicans. That is not to 
say Watergate won't have an effect on 
future elections. 
"Voters tend to view those who hold 


public office with skepticism," Sargent 
said. "They do not really differentiate 
between Republicans and Democrats 
but rather have had their confidence in 
officeholders shaken by Watergate." 


This follows a favorite theory of 


Republican national chairman George 
Bush, who will be one of the conference 
speakers — that an anti-incumbency 
backlash from Watergate stands to hurt 
Democrats, who have more people in 
public office. 


An energy crisis panel will feature 


presidential counselor Melvin R. Laird/ 
Interior Secretary Rogers, C.B. Morton' 
and John A. Love, Nixon's national 
energy policy director. 


Nixon's appearance on Tuesday will 


come at the conclusion of the 
conference, which opens with registra- 
tion and a dinner Sunday evening. The 
formal State Dinner is Monday night.
